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(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing

1. {1) This Act may be called the Lepers Act^ 1898. 

{2) It extends to the whole of British India^ inclusive of British 

Baluchistan^ the Santhal Parganas and the Pargana of Spiti j but 

(5) It shall not come into force in any part thereof until the Local Gov- 
ernment^ as^ hereinafter provided, has declared it applicable thereto. 

(4) The Local Government may, by notification in the official Gazette^ 
apply ^ this Act or any part thereof to the whole or any portion of the terri- 
tories for the time being under its administration, and may in like manner 
amend or cancel any such notification.

(5) who is at large without any ostensible means of subsistence ; 

(5) leper asylum means a leper asylum appointed under section 3 ,* 

(4) Board means a Board constituted under section 5 ; and 

(5) District Magistrate includes a Chief Presidency Magistrate.

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3. 'rhe Local Government maj,^ by notification in the olficial Gazette^ 
appoint any place to be a leper asylum for the purposes of this Act and specify 
the local areas from which lepers may be sent to such asylum, and may, in 
like manner, alter or cancel any such notification. 

4. Subject to any rules which may be made under section 1 6, the Local 
Government may appoint any Medical Officer of the Government or other 
qualiBed medical man to be an Inspector of Lepers® and any person to be a 
Superintendent® of a Leper Asylum, with such establishment as may, in its 
opinion, be necessary, and every Inspector or Superintendent so appointed 
shall be deemed to be a public servant. 

5. The Local Government shall constitute for ever}- leper asylum appointed 
under section 8 a Board"* consisting of not less than three members, one of 
whom at least shall be a Medical Officer of the Government 

6. (I) Within any local area which has been specified under section 3 any 
police-officer may arrest without a warrant any person who appears to him to 
be a pauper leper. 

{2) Such police-officer shall forthwith take or send the person so arrested 
to the nearest convenient police-station. 

7. Every person brought to a police-station under the last foregoing section 
shall, without unnecessary delay, be taken before an Inspector of Lepers, 
who,*— 


{a) if he finds that such person is not a leper within the meaning of 
section a, shall give him a certificate in Form A set forth in the 
schedule, whereupon such person shall be forthwith released from 
arrest ; 

(5) if he finds that such person is a leper within the meaning of section 
a, shall give to the police-officer, in whose custody the leper is,

leper shall, without unnecessary delay, be taken before a Magis- 
trate having jurisdiction under this Act. 

8. [1) If it appears to any Presidency Magistrate or Magistrate of the 
first class or to any other Magistrate authorised in this behalf by the Local 
Government, upon the certificate in Form B set forth in the schedule, that 
any person is a leper, and if it further appears to the Magistrate that the 
person is a pauper leper, he may, after recording the evidence on the above- 
mentioned points, and his order thereon, send the pauper leper in charge of a 
police-officer, together with an order in Form C set forth in the schedule, to 
a leper asylum, where such leper shall be detained until discharged by order 
of the Board or the District Magistrate : 

Provided that, if the person denies the allegation of leprosy, the Magis- 
trate shall call and examine the Inspector of Lepers, and shall take such 
further evidence as may be necessary to support or to rebut the allegation that 
the person is a leper, and may for this purpose adjourn the enquiry from time 
to time, remanding the person for observation or for other reason to such place 
as may be convenient, or admitting him to bail : 

Provided also that if any friend or relative of any person found to be a 
pauper leper shall undertake in writing to the satisfaction of the Magistrate 
that such pauper leper shall be properly taken care of and shall be prevented 
from publicly begging in any area specified under section 3, the Magistrate, 
instead of sending the leper to an asylum, may make the leper over to the 
care of such friend or relative, requiring him, if he thinks fit, to enter into a 
bond with one or more sureties, to which the provisions of section 514 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure ^ shall be applicable. 

{8) If the Magistrate finds that such person is not a leper, or that, if a 
leper, he is not a pauper leper, he shall forthwith discharge him. 

9. (?) The Local Government may, by notification in the official Gazette, 
order that no leper shall, within any area specified under section 8,^— 

((fls) personally prepare for sale or sell any article of food or drink or any 
drugs or clothing intended for human use ; or

10. (1) Whenever any leper who has been convicted of an offence punish- 
able under the last foregoing section is again convicted of any offence punish- 
able under that section, the Magistrate may, in addition to, or in lieu of, any 
punishment to which such leper may be liable, require him to enter into a 
bond, with one or more sureties, binding him to depart forthwith from the 
local area specified under section 3 in which he is, and not to enter that or 
any other local area so specified until an Inspector of Lepers shall have given 
him a certificate in Form A set forth in the schedule 


(2) If any such leper fails to furnish any security required under sub- 
section (1), the Magistrate may send him in charge of a police-officer, with 
an order in Form D set forth in the schedule, to a leper asylum, where such 
leper gViall be detained until discharged by order of the Board or the District 
Magistrate. 

(3) The powers conferred by this section shall only be exercised by a 
Presidency Magistrate or Magistrate of the first class.

11, Any person who, within any area specified under section 3, know- 
ingly employs a leper in any trade or calling prohibited by order under sec- 
tion 9 shall be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees : 

Provided that the alleged leper shall be produced before the Magistrate 
and the Magistrate shall cause him to be examined by an Inspector of Lepers, 
and shall not proceed with the case unless such Inspector furnishes a certi- 
ficate in Porm B set forth in the schedule in respect of such alleged leper. 
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12. Whoever, having been sent to a leper asylum under an order of a 
Magistrate in Form C or Form D set forth in the schedule, escapes from, or 
leaves, the asylum without the permission in writing of the Superintendent 
thereof, may be arrested by any police-ofl3cer without a warrant, and upon 
arrest shall be forthwith taken back to the leper asylum. 

13. Two or more members of the Board, one of whom shall be the 
Medical Officer, shall, once at least in every three months, together inspect 
the leper asylum for which they are constituted, and see and examine {a) 
every leper therein admitted since the last inspection, together with the order 
for his admission, and (^), as far as circumstances will permit, every other 
leper therein, and shall enter in a book to be kept for the purpose any remarks 
which they may deem proper in regard to the management and condition of 
the asylum and the lepers therein. 

14. Any two members of the Board, one of whom shall be the Medical 
Officer, may at any time, by an order in writing in Form E set forth in the 
schedule and signed by them, direct the discharge from the leper asylum of 
any leper detained therein under the provisions of this Act. 

15. Any person, other than a pauper leper, in respect of whom an In- 
spector of Lepers has issued a certificate, in Form B set forth in the schedule, 
declaring him to be a leper, or has refused to issue a certificate in Form A 
set forth in the schedule, may appeal against the issue or refusal of any such 
certificate to such officer' as may be appointed by the Local Government in 
this behalf, and the decision of such officer shall be final. 

16. The Local Government may, by notification in the official Gazette, 
make ^ rules generally for carrying out the purposes of this Act, and in parti- 
cular — 

[a) for the guidance of all or any of the officers discharging any duty 
under this Act ; and 

[h] for the management of, and the maintenance of discipline in, a leper 
asylum.

^ 19. The Governor General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette 
of India, direct that any leper or class of lepers,^ with respect to whom an order 
for segregation and medical treatment has been made by a Magistrate having 
jurisdiction within the territories of any Native Prince or State in India, may 
be sent to any leper-asylum specified in such order ; and thereupon the provi- 
sions of this Act and of any rules made thereunder shall, with such modifica- 
tions not affecting the substance as may be reasonable and necessary to adapt 
them to the subject-matter, apply to any leper sent to a leper-asylum in 
pursuance of such notification as though he had been sent by the order of a 
Magistrate having jurisdiction under this Act.

Her Majesty or 
the Government established by law in British India, shall be punished with 
transportation for life or any shorter term, to which fine may be added, or 
with imprisonment which may extend to three years, to which fine may be 
added, or with fine.

CHAPTER II. 

05 THE Constitution of Chim nal Courts and Offices. 

A — Classes of Criminal Courts 

^6. Besides the High'" Courts and the Courts constituted under any law 
other than this Code for the time being in force^ there shall be five classes of 
Criminal Courts in British India^ namely : — 

I. — Courts of Session : 

II. — ^Presidency Magistrates . 

III. — Magistrates of the first class : 

IV. — Magistrates of the second class : 

V. — Magistrates of the third class 

jB . — Terntoiial Divisions. 

^7. (1) Every province (excluding the presidency-towns) shall be "a 
sessions division^ or shall consist of sessions divisions : and every sessions divi- 
sion shallj for the purposes of this Code^ be a district or consist of districts. 

(2) The Local Government^ may alter the limits or, with the previous

(5) The sessions divisions and districts existing when this Code conies 
into force shall be sessions divisions and districts respectively, unless and until 
they are so altered, 

[4] Every presidency-town shall, for the purposes of this Code, be deemed 
to be a district. 

8. (1) The Local Government^ may divide any district outside the 
presidency-towns into sub-divisions, or make any portion of any such district 
a sub-division, and may alter the limits of any sub-division. 

(5) All existing sub-divisions which are now usually put under the charge 
of a Magistrate snail be deemed to have been made under this Code. 

C — Courts and Offices outside the Presidency-towns. 

9 ^ {1) The Local Government shall establish a Court of Session for 
every sessions division, and appoint a judge of such Court.

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10. {1) In every district outside the presidency-towns the Local Govern- 
ment shall appoint a Magistrate of the first class, who shall be called the 
District Magistrate. 

(S) The Local Government may appoint any Magistrate of the first 
class to be an Additional District Magistrate for a period not exceeding six 
months, and such Additional District Magistrate shall have all or any of the 
powers of a District Magistrate under this Code as the Local Government may 
direct. v 

11. Whenever, in consequence of the office of a District Magistrate becoming 
vacant, any officer succeeds temporarily to the chief executive administra- 
tion of the district, such officer shall, pending the orders of the Local Govern- 
ment, exercise all the powers and perform all the duties respectively conferred 
and imposed by this Code on the District Magistrate. 

12 (1)^ The Local Government may appoint as many persons as it

(4) The Sessions Judge may also, when he himself is unavoidably absent 
or incapable of acting, make provision for the disposal of any urgent application 
by an Additional or Assistant Sessions Judge or, if there be no Additional or 
Assistant Judge, by the District Magistrate, and such Judge or Magistrate 
shall have jurisdiction to deal with any such application. 

(5) Neither the District Magistrate nor the Magistrates or Benches 
appointed or constituted under sections 12, 13, 14 and 15 shall be subordinate 
to the Sessions Judge, except to the extent and in the manner hereinafter 
expressly provided. 

P. — Courts of Presidency Magistrates ' 

18. (i) The Local Government shall, from time to time, appoint 
suj0B.cient number of persons (hereinafter called Presidency M agistrates) to be 
Magistrates for each of the presidency-towns, and shall appoint one of such 
persons to be Chief Presidency Magistrate for each such town. 

{2) The powers of a Presidency Magistiate under this Code shall be 
exercised by the Chief Presidency Magistrate, or by a salaried Presidency 
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Magistrate^ or by any other Presidency Magistrate empowered by the Local 
Government to sit singly, or by any Bench of Presidency Magistrates, 

19. Any two or more of such persons may (subject to the rules made by 
the Chief Presidency Magistrate under the power hereinafter conferred) sit 
together as a Bench. 

20. Every Presidency Magistrate shall exercise jurisdiction in all places 
within the presidency-town for which he is appointed, and within the limits of 
the port of such town and of any navigable river or channel leading thereto, as 
such limits are defined under the law ^ for the time being in force for the 
regulation of ports and port-dues. 

21. {!) Every Chief Presidency Magistrate shall exercise within the local 
limits of his jurisdiction all the powers conferred on him by this Code or 
which by any law or rule in force immediately before this Code comes into 
force are required to be exercised by any Senior or Chief Presidency Magistrate, 
and may, from time to time, with the previous sanction of the Local Govern- 
ment, make rules® consistent with this Code to regulate-^ 

{a) the conduct and distribution of business and the practice in the 
Courts of the Magistrates of the town ; 

(6) the times and places at which Benches of Magistrates shall sit ; 

(c) the constitution of such Benches ; 

(d) the mode of settling differences of opinion which may arise between 

Magistrates in session; and 

(e) any other matter which could be dealt with by a District Magis- 

trate under his general powers of control over the Magistrates 
subordinate to him. 

(2) The Local Government may, for the pm’poses of this Code,® declare 
what Presidency Magistrates are subordinate to the Chief Presidency Magis- 
trate, and may define the extent of their subordination. 

P. — Justices of the Peace^ 

22. The Governor General in Council, so far as regards the whole or any 
part of British India outside the presidency-towns,

CHAPTER IIL 
Powers oe Courts. 

A. — Description of Offences cognizalle ly each Court 

28. Subject to the other provisions of this Code any offence 
XIiV of 1860 , Indian Penal Code may be tried — 

{a) by the High Court, or 

(4) by the Court of Session, or 

(c) by any other Court by which such offence is shown in 
column of the second schedule to be triable. 

Illustration 

A is committed to the Sessions Court on a charge of culpable homicide He may be convicted 
of voluntarily causing hurt, au offence triable by a Magistiate. 

29. (I) Subject to the provisions of section 447, any offence under any 
other law shall, when any Court is mentioned in this behalf in such law, be laws, 
tried by such Court. 

{2) When no Court is so mentioned, it may be tried by the High Court 
or by any Court constituted under this Code by which such offence is shown in 
the eighth column of the second schedi^le to be triable. 

30. In the territories respectively administered by the Lieutenant- 
Governors of the Punjab^ and Burma and the Chief Commissioners of Oudh®, ^^ith death, 
the Central Provinces, Coorg and Assam, in Sind, and in those parts of the 

other provinces in which there are Deputy Commissioners or Assistant 
Commissioners, the Local Government may®, notwithstanding anything 
contained in section 29, invest the District Magistrate or any Magistrate of 
the first class with power to try as a Magistrate all offences not punishable 
with death.

35. (1) When a person is convicted at one trial of two or more distinct 
effences, the Court may sentence him, for such offences, to the several punish- 
ments prescribed therefor which such Court is competent to inflict ; such 
pnnishments, when consisting of imprisonment or transportation, to commence 
the one after the expiration of the other in such order as the Court may 
direct, unless the Court directs that such punishments shall run concurrently. 

(2) In the case of consecutive sentences, it shall not be necessary for the 
Court by reason only of the aggregate punishment for the several offences 
'feeing in excess of the punishment which it is competent to inflict on convic- 
tion of a single offence, to send the offender for trial before a higher Court. 

Provided as follows : — 

{a) in no case shall such person be sentenced to imprisonment for a 
longer period than fourteen years : 

16) if the case is tried by a Magistrate (other than a Magistrate acting 
under section 84), the aggregate punishment shall not exceed 
twice the amount of punishment which he is, in the exercise of 
his ordinary jurisdiction, competent to inflict.

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C, — Ordiiiary and addiiional Powers. 

^36. All District Magistiates^ Sub-divisional Magistrates and Magistrates 
of the firstj second and third classes, have the powers hereinafter respectively 
conferred upon them and specified in the third schedule.

^37. In addition to his ordinary powers, any Sub-divisional Magistrate 
or any Magistrate of the first, second or third class may be invested by the 
Local Government or the District Magistrate, as the case may be, with any 
powers specified in the fourth schedule as powers with which he may be invest- 
ed by the Local Government or the District Magistrate. 

38 The power conferred on the District Magistrate by section 37 shall 
be exercised subject to the control of the Local Government. 


J), ^Conferments Continuance and Cancellation of Powers. 

39. (7) In conferring powers under this Code the Local Government 
may, by order, empower persons specially by name or in virtue of their office 
or classes of officials generally by their official titles. 

(5) Every such order shall take effect from the date on which it is com- 
municated to the person so empowered.^ 

40. Whenever any person holding an office in the service of Government 
who has been invested with any powers under this Code throughout any local 
area is transferred to an equal or higher office of the same nature, within a like 
local area under the same Local Government, he shall, unless the Local Gov- 
ernment otherwise directs, or has otherwise directed, continue to exercise the 
same powers in the local area to which he is so transferred.

CHAPTEE IV. 

Op Aid iND Inpoumaiion to the Magisteates^ the Police and Persons 

MAKING AbEESTS. 

42. Every person is bound to assist a Magistrate or police-oflBcer reason- 
ably demanding his aid^ whether within or without the presidency-towns, — 

(a) in the taking or preventing the escape of any other person whom 
such Magistrate or police officer is authorized to arrest ; 

(3) in the prevention or suppression of a breach of the peace, or in the 
prevention of any injury attempted to be committed to any 
railway, canal, telegraph or public property. 

43. When a warrant is directed to a person other than a police-officer, 
any other person may aid in the execution of such warrant, if the person to 
whom the warrant is directed be near at hand and acting in the execution of 
the warrant. 

44. {1) Every person, whether within or without the presidency-towns, 
aware of the commission of, or of the intention of any other person to commit, 
any offence punishable under any of the following sections of the Indian Penal

CHAPTER V. 

Op Arrest, Escape and Retaxino. 

J. — Arrest generally. 

46. {!) In making an arrest the police-oflScer or other person making the 
«ame shall actually touch or confine the body of the person to be arrested, un- 
less there be a submission to the custody by word or action, 

(2) If such person forcibly resists the endeavour to arrest him, or 
attempts to evade the arrest, such polioe-oflScer or other person may use all 
means necessary to effect the arrest. 

(3) Nothing in this section gives a right to cause the death of a person 
who is not accused of an offence punishable with death or with transportation 
for life. ® 

47. If any person acting under a warrant of arrest, or any police-officer 
having authority to arrest, has reason to believe that the person to be arrested 
has entered into, or is within, any place, the person residing in, or being in 
charge of, such place shall, on demand of such person acting as aforesaid or 
such police-officer, allow him free ingress thereto, and afford all reasonable 
facilities for a search therein. 

48. If ingress to such place cannot be obtained under section 47 it shall 
be lawful in any case for a person acting under a warrant and in any case

50. The person arrested shall not be subjected to more restraint than is 
necessary to prevent his escape. ^ 

51. Whenever a person is arrested by a police-officer under a warrant 
which does not provide for the taking of bail, or under a warrant which pro- 
vides for the taking of bail but the person arrested cannot furnish bail, and 

whenever a person is arrested without warrant, or by a private person 
under a warrant, and cannot legally be admitted to bail, or is unable to^fur- 
nish bail, 

the olhcer making the arrest or, when the arrest is made by a private 
person, the police-officer to whom he makes over the person arrested, may 
search such person, and place in safe custody all article^, other than necessary 
wearing-apparel, found upon him. ^ 

52. Whenever it is necessary to cause a woman to be searched, the search 
shall be made by another woman, with strict regard to decency 

53. The officer or other person making any arrest under this Code may 
take from the person arrested any offensive weapons which he has about his 
person, and shall deliver all weapons so taken to the Court or officer before-

^67. {1) When any person who in the presence of a police-officer has 
committed or has been accused of committing a non-eognizable offence refuses, 
on demand of such officer, to give his name and residence or gives a name or 
residence which such officer has reason to believe to be false, he may be 
arrested by such officer in order that his name or residence may be ascertained. 

(2) W^hen the true name and residence of such person have been 
ascertained, he shall be released on his executing a bond, with or without 
sureties, to appear before a Magistrate if so required ;

66. If a person in lawful custody escapes or is rescued, the person from 
whose custody he escaped or was rescued, may immediately pursue and arrest 
him in any place in British India. 

67. The provisions of sections 4-7, 48 and 49 shall apply to arrests under 
section 66, although the person making any such arrest is not acting under a 
warrant and is not a police-officer having authority to arrest.

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CHAPTER VI. 

Of Processes to compel Appearance. 

A. — Summons 

68. (]) Every summons ^ issued by a Court under this Code shall be in Form of 
writings in duplicate, signed and sealed by the presiding officer of such Court, 

‘Or by such other officer as the High Court may, from time to time, by rule, 

^direct. 

(2) Such summons shall be served by a police-officer, or, subject to such Summons by 
rules as the Local Government may prescribe in this behalf, by an officer of 
the Court issuing it or other public servant, 

(S) This section applies also to the police in the towns of Calcutta and 
Bombay. 

69. (^) The summons shall, if practicable, be served personally on the Summons ho^ 
jperson summoned, by delivering or tendering to him one of the duplicates of 

the summons, 

(2} Every person on whom a summon is so served shall, if so required by Signature of 
the serving officer, sign a receipt therefor on the back of the other duplicate. summons^ 

(S) Service of a summons on an incorporated company or other body 
’Corporate may be efifected by serving it on the secretary, local manager or other 
principal officer of the corporation or by registered post letter addressed to the 
chief oliicer of the corporation in British India. In such case the service shall 
be deemed to have been efEected when the letter would arrive in ordinary 
‘Course of post. 

70. Where the person summoned cannot by the exercise of due diligence Service wben 
be found, the summons may be served by leaving one of the duplicates for him suSm^oned 
with some adult male member of his family, or, in a presidency-town, with his 

servant residing with him ; and the person with whom the summons is so left 
shall, if so required by the serving officer, sign a receipt therefor on the back of 
the other duplicate. 

71. If service in the manner mentioned in sections 69 and 70 cannot by Procedure 
the exercise of due diligence be effected, the serving offxer shall affix one of the 
‘duplicates of the summons to some conspicuous part of the house or homestead tffore^ ^ 
in which the person summoned ordinarily resides ; and there?ipon the summons pr^^^ided. 
shall be deemed to have been duly served.

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72. (I) Wliere the person summoned is in the active service of the 
Government or of a Eailway Company, the Court issuing the summons shall 
ordinarily send it in duplicate to the head of the office in which such person is 
employed j and such head shall thereupon cause the summons to he served in 
manner provided by section 69, and shall return it to the Court under hi& 
signature with the endorsement required by that section. 

(2) Such signature shall be evidence of due service. 

73. When a Court desires that a summons issued by it shall be served 
at any place outside the local limits of its jurisdiction, it shall ordinarily send 
such summons in duplicate to a Magistrate within the local limits of whose 
jurisdiction the person summoned resides or is, to be there served. 

74. {!) When a summons issued by a Court is served outside the local 
limits of its jurisdiction, and in any case where the officer who has served a sum- 
mons is not present at the hearing of the case, an affidavit, purporting to be 
made before a Magistrate, that such summons has been served, and a duplicate 
of the summons purporting to be endorsed (in manner provided by section 69 or 
section 7 0) by the person to whom it was delivered or tendered or with whom 
it was left, shall be admissible in evidence, and the statements made therein 
shall be deemed to be correct unless and until the contrary is proved. 

(2) The affidavit mentioned in this section may be attached to the 
duplicate of the summons and returned to the Court. 
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B, — Warrant of Arrest,^ 

75. (i) Every warrant of arrest issued by a Court under this Code shall 
be in writing, signed by the presiding officer, or, in the case of a Bench of 
Magistrates, by any member of such Bench ; and shall bear the seal of the 
Court. 

(2) Every such warrant shall remain in force until it is cancelled by the 
Court which issued it, or until it is executed. 

76. {!) Any Court issuing a warrant for the arrest of any person may in 
its discretion direct by endorsement on the warrant that, if such person exe- 
cutes a bond with sufficient sureties for his attendance before the Court at a 
specified time and thereafter until otherwise directed by the Court, the officer 
to whom the warrant is directed shall take such security and shall release 
such person from custody. 

(2) The endorsement^ shall state — 

(a) the number of sureties ;

(c) the time at which he is to attend before the Court. 

(5) Whenever security is taken under this section, the officer to whom the 
warrant is directed shall forward the bond to the Court. 

77. {1) A warrant of arrest shall ordinarily be directed to one or more 
police-officers, and, when issued by a Presidency Magistrate, shall always be 
so directed; but any other Court issuing such a warrant may, if its 
immediate execution is necessary and no police-officer is immediately available 
direct it to any other person or persons ; and such person or persons shall 
execute the same.

A — Summons to produce. 

Summons to 94. (1) Whenever anj Court, or, in anyplace beyond the limits of the 
locuiment or towns of Calcutta and Bombay, any officer in charge of a police-station 

other thing, considers that the production of any document or other thing is necessary or 
desirable for the purposes of any investigation, inquiry^ trial or other proceeding 
under this Code by or before such Court or officer^ such Court may issue a 
summons, or such officer a written order, to the person in whose possession or 
power such document or thing is believed to be^ requiring him to attend and 
produce it, or to produce it, at the time and place stated in the summons or 
order. 

(S) Any person required under this section merely to produce a document 
or other thing shall be deemed to have complied with the requisition if he 
causes such document or thing to be produced instead of attending personally 
to produce the same. 

(S) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the Indian 
Evidence Act, 1872,^ sections 1&3 and 124, or to apply to a letter, postcard, 
telegram or other document or any parcel or thing in the custody of the 
Postal or Telegraph authorities.

CHAPTER Vlllh 

Op Seoueity poe keeping the Peace and foe Good Behavioue. 

A, — Security for keep%ng the Peace on Conviction, 

106. (1) Whenever any person accused of rioting, assault or other offence 

involving a breach of the peace, or of abetting the same, or of assembling*

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armed men or taldng other unlawful measures"with the evident intention of 
committing the same, or any person accused of committing criminal intimida- 
tion, is convicted of such offence before a High Court, a Court of Session or 
the Court of a Presidency Magistrate, a District Magistrate, a Sub-divisional 
Magistrate or a Magistrate of the first class, 

and such Court is of opinion that it is necessary to require such person 
to execute a bond for keeping the peace, 

such Court may, at the time of passing sentence on such person, order 
him to execute a bond^ for a sum proportionate to his means, with or without 
sureties, for keeping the peace during such period, not exceeding three years, 
as it thinks fit to fix. 

(S) If the conviction is set aside on appeal or otherwise, the bond so 
executed shall become void. 

(5) An order under this section may also be made by an Appellate Court 
or by the High Court when exercising its^powers of revision. 


jB . — Security for keeping the Peace in other Cases and security for Good 

Behaviour, 


107. (/) Whenever a Presidency Magistrate, District Magistrate, 
Sub-divisional Magistrate or Magistrate of the first class is informed that any 
person is likely to commit a breach of the peace or disturb the public tran- 
quillity, or to do any wrongful act that may probably occasion a breach of the 
peace, or disturb the public tranquillity, the Magistrate may, in manner 
hereinafter provided, require such person to show cause why he should not be 
ordered to execute a bond, with or without sureties, for keeping the peace for 
such period not exceeding one year as the Magistrate thinks fit to fix. 

(3) Proceedings shall not be taken under this section unless either the 
person informed against or the place where the breach of the peace or distur- 
bance is apprehended, is within the local limits of such Magistrate'^s jurisdic- 
tion, and no proceedings shall be taken before any Magistrate, other than a 
Chief Presidency or District Magistrate, unless both the person informed 
against and the place where the breach of the peace or disturbance is appre- 
hended, are within the local limits of the Magistrate's jurisdiction. 

(S) "When any Magistrate not empowered to proceed under sub-section 
(1) has reason to believe that any person is likely to commit a breach of the 
peace or disturb the public tranquillity or to do any wrongful act that may

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probably occasion a breach of the peace or disturb the public tranquillity, and 
that such breach of the peace or disturbance cannot be prevented otherwise than 
by detaining such person in custody, such Magistrate may, after recording his 
reasons, issue a warrant for his arrest (if he is not already in custody or before 
the Court), and may send him before a Magistrate empowered to deal with 
the case, together with a copy of his reasons. 

(4) A Magistrate before whom a person is sent under this section may 
in his discretion detain such person in custody until the completion of the 
inquiry hereinafter prescribed. 

108. Whenever a Chief Presidency or District Magistrate, or a Presi- 
dency Magistrate or Magistrate of the first class specially empowered by the 
Local Government in this behalf, has information that there is within the 
limits of his jurisdiction any person who, within or without such limits, either 
orally or in writing, disseminates or attempts to disseminate, or in any-wise 
abets the dissemination of, — 


(a) any seditious^matter, that is to say, any matter the publication of 

which is punishable under section 124 A of the Indian Penal XLV of 
Code^, or 

(5) any matter the publication of which is punishable under section 
153 A of the Indian Penal Code, or 


(c) any matter concerning a Judge which amounts to criminal intimi- 
dation or defamation under the Indian Penal Code, 


such Magistrate may (in manner hereinafter provided) require such 
person to show cause why he should not be ordered to execute a bond, with or 
without sureties, for his good behaviour for such period, not exceeding 
one year, as the Magistrate thinks fit to fix. 

No proceedings shall be taken under this section against the editor, proprie- 
tor, printer or publisher of any publication registered under, or printed or 
published in conformity with, the rules laid down in the Press and Begistration 
of Books Act, 1867^, except by the order or under the authority of the XXV of 1867.

CHAPTER XV. 

Op the JuKisnicTiox op the Ceiminal Couets in Inquieies and Trials 


— Place of Inquiry or Trials 

177. Every offence shall ordinarily be inquired into and tried by a Court 
within the local limits of whose jurisdiction it was committed. 

178 Notwithstanding anything contained in section 177, the Local 
Government may direct^ that any cases or, class of cases committed for trial 
in any district may be tried in any sessions division : 

Provided that such direction is not repugnant to 'any direction previously 
issued by the High Court under section 15 of the Indian High Couits Act Viet., 

1861,® or under this Code, section 526. 

179. When a person is accused of the commission of any offence by reason 
of anything which has been done, and of any consequence which has ensued, 
such offence may be inquired into or tried by a Court within the local limits 
of whose jurisdiction any such thing has been done, or any such consequence 
has ensued. 

Illustrations. 

{a) A IS wounded within the local limits of the jurisdiction of Court X and dies within the 
local limits of the ^uiisdiction of Court Z The offence of the culpable homicide of A may be 
inquired into or tried by X or Z. 

(h) A is wounded within the local limits of the jurisdiction of Court X, and is, duiing ten 
days within the local limits of the 3 urisdiction of Court Y, and during ten days more within the 
local limits of the jurisdiction of Court Z, unable in the local limits of the jurisdiction of either

180. When an act is an offence by reason of its relation to any other act 
which is also an offence or which would be an offence if the doer were capable 
of committing an offence^ a charge of ^the first-mentioned offence may be 
inquired into or tried by a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
either act was done. 


Illustrations. 

{a) A charge of abetment may be inquired into or tried either by the Court within the local 
limits of whose jurisdiction the abetment was committed, or by the Court within the local limits 
of whose jurisdiction the offence abetted was committed. 

(h) A charge of receiving or retaining stolen goods may be inquired into or tiied either by 
the Court within the local limits of whose juiisdiction the goods were stolen, or by any Court 
within the local limits of whose juiisdiction any of them were at any time dishonestly received 
or retained, 

(c) A charge of wrongfullr concealing a person known to have been kidnapped may be 
inquired into or tried by the Court withm the local limits of whose jurisdiction the wrongful 
concealing, or by the Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the kidnappiug> took 
place. 


181. (i) The offence of being a thug, of being a thug and committing 
murder, of dacoity, of daeoity with murder, of having belonged to a gang 
of dacoits, or of having escaped from^custody, may be inquired into or tried 
by a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the person charged is. 

(2) The offence of criminal misappropriation or of criminal breach of 
trust may be inquired into or tried by a Court within the local limits of whose 
jurisdiction any part of the property which is the subject of the offence was 
received or retained by the accused person, or the offence was committed. 

(3) The offence of stealing anything may be inquired into or tried by a 
Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction such thing was stolen or 
was possessed by the thief or by any person who received or retained the same 
knowing or having reason to believe it to be stolen. 

(4) The offence of kidnapping or abduction may be inquired into or tried 
by a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the person kidnapped 
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or abducted was kidnapped or abducted or was conveyed or concealed or 
detained. 

182 When it is uncertain in which of several local areas an offence was 
committed^ or 

where an offence is committed partly in one local area and partly in 
another^ or 

where an offence is a continuing one^ and continues to be committed in 
more local areas than one^ or 

where it consists of several acts done in different local areas^ 

it may be inquired into or tried by a Court having jurisdiction over any 
of such local areas*. 

183. An offence committed whilst the offender is in the course of perform- 
ing a journey or voyage may be inquired into or tried by a Court through 
or into the local limits of whose jurisdiction the offender^ or the person against 
whom, or the thing in respect of which, the offence was committed, passed in 
the course of that journey or voyage 

184. All offences against the provisions of any law for the time being 
in force relating to Railways,^ Telegraphs,® the Post-office^ or Arms and 
Ammunition^ may be inquired into or tried in a presidency-town, whether 
the offence is stated to have been committed within such town or not ; 

Provided that the offender and all the witnesses necessary for his prosecu- 
tion are to be found within such town 

185. (2) Whenever any doubt arises as to the Court by which any offence 
should under the preceding provisions of this Chapter be inquired into or 
tried, the High Court, within the local limits of whose appellate criminal 
jurisdiction the offender actually is, may decide by which Court the offence* 
shall be inquired into or tried.

186. (1) When a Presidency Magistrate, a District Magistrate, a Sub- 
divisional Magistrate, or, if he is specially empowered in this behalf by the 
Local Government, a Magistrate of the first class, sees reason to believe that 
any person within the local limits of his jurisdiction has committed without 
such limits (whether within or without British India) an offence which cannot,,

for the time being in force, be inquired into or tried within such local limits, 
but is under some law for the time being in force triable in British India, 
such Magistrate may inquire into the offence as if it had been committed 
within such local limits, and compel such person in manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided to appear before him, and send such person to the Magistrate having 
jurisdiction to inquire into or try such offence, or, if such offence is bailable, 
take a bond with or without sureties for his appearance before such Mags- 
trate, 

(5) When there are more Magistrates than one having such jurisdiction 
and the Magistrate acting under this section cannot satisfy himself as to the 
Magistrate to or before whom such person should be sent or bound to appear, 
the ease shall be reported for the orders of the High Court. 

187. {!) If the person has been arrested under a warrant issued under 
section 186 by a Magistrate other than a Presidency Magistrate or District 
Magistrate, such Magistrate shall send the person arrested to the District or 
Sub-divisional Magistrate to whom he is subordinate, unless the Magistrate 
having jurisdiction to inquire into or try such offence issues his warrant for 
the arrest of such person, m which case the person arrested shall be delivered 
to the police-officer executing such warrant or shall be sent to the Magistrate 
by whom such warrant was issued. 

(5) If the offence which the person arrested is alleged or suspected to 
have committed is one which may be inquired into or tried by any Criminal 
Court in the same district other than that of the Magistrate; acting under 
section 186, such Magistrate shall send such person to such Court. 

188. When a Native Indian subject of Her Majesty commits an offence 
at any place without and beyond the limits of British India, or 

when any British subject commits an offence in the territories of any 
Native Prince or Chief in India, or 

when a servant of the Queen (whether a British subject or not) commits 
an offence in the territories of any Native Prince or Chief in India, 

he may be dealt with in lespect of such offence as if it had been committed 
at any place within British India at which he may be found : 

Provided that no charge as to any such offence shall be inquired into in 
British India unless the Political Agent, if there is one, for the territory in 
which the offence is alleged to have been committed, certifies that, in his 
opinion, the charge ought to be inquired into in British India ; and, where 
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there is no Political Agent^ the sanction of the Local Government shall be 
required : 

Provided^ also^ that any proceedings taken against any person under this 
section which would be a bar to subsequent proceedings against such person 
for the same offence if such offence had been committed in British India shall 
be a bar to further proceedings against him under the Foreign Jurisdiction 
and Extradition Act^ 1879^^ in respect of the same offence in any territory 
beyond the limits of British India. 

189. Whenever any such offence as is referred to in section 188 is being 
inquired into or tried^ the Local Government may, if it thinks fit, direct that 
copies of depositions made or exhibits piodueed before the Political Agent or 
a judicial officer in or for the territory in which such offence is alleged to^have 
been committed shall be received as evidence by the Court holding such 
inquiry or trial in any case in which such Comt might issue a commission for 
taking evidence as to the matters to which such depositions or exhibits relate. 

Conditions reqmstte for ImUaUon of Proceedings. 

Cognizance 190. (1) Except as hereinafter provided, any Presidency Magistrate, 

Ma^Ses!^^ District Mgistrate or Subdivisional Magistrate, and any other Magistrate 
specially empowered in this behalf, may take cognizance of any offence — 

(a) upon receiving a complaint of facts which constitute such 
offence ;

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191. When a Magistrate takes cognizance of an offence under sub-section 
{l)y clause {c)^ of the preceding section^ the accused shall^ before any evidence 
is taken, be informed that he is entitled to have the case tried by another Court, 
and if the accused, or any of the accused if there be more than one, objects to 
being tried by such Magistrate, the case shall, instead of being tried by such 
Magistrate, be committed to the Court of Session or transferred to another 
Magistrate. 

192. (1) Any Chief Presidency Magistrate, District Magistrate or Sub-

203. The Magistrate before whom a complaint is made or to whom it 
has been transferred, may dismiss the complaint, if, after examining the 
complainant and considering the result of the investigation (if any) made under 
section 202, there is in his judgment no sufficient ground for proceeding. 
In such case he shall briefly record his reasons for so doing. 


CHAPTER XVII.

205. {1) Whenever a Magistrate issues a summons, he may, if he sees 
reason so to do, dispense with the personal attendance of the accused, and 
permit him to appear by his pleader. 

(2) But the Magistrate inquiring into or trying the case may, in his dis- 
cretion, at any stage of the proceedings, direct the personal attendance of the 
accused, and, if necessary, enforce such attendance in manner hereinbefore 
provided.

(S) If any complainant or witness refuses to attend before the Court of 
Session or High Court, or execute the bond above directed, the Magistrate may 
detain him in custody until he executes such bond, or until his attendance 
at the Court of Session or High Court is required, when the Magistrate 
shall send him in custody to the Court of Session or High Court, as the case 
may be. 

218. (i) When the accused is committed for trial, the Magistrate shall 
issue an order^ to such person as may be appointed by the Local Government in 
this behalf, notifying the commitment, and stating the offence in the same 
form as the charge, unless the Magistrate is satisfied that such person is 
already aware of the commitment and the form of the charge ; 

and shall send the charge, the record of the enquiry and any weapon or 
other thing which is to be produced in evidence, to the Court of Session or 
(where the commitment is made to the High Court) to the Clerk of the 
Crown or other o63cer appointed in this behalf by the High Court. 

(S) When the commitment is made to the High Court and any part of 
the record is not in English, an English translation of such part shall be 
forwarded with the record. 

219. (/) The Magistrate may, if he thinks fit, summon and examine 
supplementary witnesses after the commitment and before the commencement 
of the trial, and bind them over in manner hereinbefore provided to appear 
and give evidence. 

(S) Such examination shall, if possible, be taken in the presence of the 
accused, and, where the Magistrate is not a Presidency Magistrate, a copy of

CHAPTER XIX.

Form of Charges? 

221. (i) Every charge under this Code shall state the offence with which 
the accused is charged. 

(5) If the law which creates the offence gives it any speci6c name, the 
offence may be described in the charge by that name only. 

(5) If the law which creates the offence does not give it any specific 
name, so much of the definition of the offence must be stated as to give the 
accused notice of the matter with which he is charged. 

{4) The law and section of the law against which the offence is said to 
have been committed shall be mentioned in the charge. 

(5) The fact that the charge is made is equivalent to a statement that 
every legal condition required by law to constitute the offence charged was 
fulfilled in the particular case. 

(6) In the presidency-towns the charge shall be written in English ; 
elsewhere it shall be written either in English or in the language of the Court. 

(7) If the accused has been previously convicted of any offence, and it is 
intended to prove such previous conviction for the purpose of affecting the 
punishment which the Court is competent to award, ^ the fact, date and place 
of the previous conviction shall be stated in the charge. If such statement 
is omitted, the Court may add it at any time before sentence is passed. 

Illustrations. 

(of) A is charged with the murder of B This is equivalent to a statement that A's act fell XLV of 1860. 
W’*-hls the definition of murder given in sections 299 and 300 of the Indian Penal Code; that it

The charge may state that A committed murder, or cheating, or 
theft, or extortion, or adultery, or criminal intimidation, or that he used a false property-mark, 
without reference to the definitions of those crimes contained in the Indian Penal Code' , but the 
sections under which the offence is punishable must, in each instance, be referred to in the 
charge. 

(d) A IS charged, under section 184 of the Indian Penal Code', with intentionally obstructing 
a sale of property offered for sale by the law-ful authority of a public servant. The charge

deemed to be a charge of one offence within the meaning of section 2-84 : 

Provided that the time included between the first and last of such dates 
shall not exceed one year. 

223, When the nature of the case is such that the particulars mentioned When 

in sections 221 and 222 do not give the accused sufficient notice of the ^mmittLg 
matter with which he is charged, the charge shall also contain such particulars 
of the manner in which the alleged offence was committed as will be sufficient 
for that purpose.

(c) A is accused of giving false evidence at a given time and place The charge must set out 
that portion of the evidence ^iven by A which is alleged to be false. 

(d) A is accused of obstructing B, a public servant, in the discharge of his public functions 
at a given time and place. The charge must set out the manner m which A obstructed B in the 
discharge of his functions. 

(e) A is accused of the murder of B at a givon time and place. The charge need not state 
the manner in which A murdered B. 

(/) A is accused of disobeying a direction of the law with intent to save B from punishment 
The charge must set out the disobedience charged and the law infringed.

249. In any case instituted otherwise than upon complaint, a Presidency 
Magistrate, a Magistrate of the first class, or, with the previous sanction of 
the District Magistrate, any other Magistrate, may, for reasons to be record- 
ed by him, stop the proceedings at any stage without pronouncing any judg- 
ment either of acquittal or conviction, and may thereupon release the 
accused.

(S) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prevent a Magistrate 
from discharging the accused at any previous stage of the case if, for reasons 
to be recorded by such Magistrate, he considers the charge to be groundless. 

254. ^ If, when such evidence and examination have been taken and made, 
or at any previous stage of the case, the Magistrate is of opinion that there is 
ground for presuming that the accused has committed an offence triable under 
this Chapter, which such Magistrate is competent to try, and which, in his 
opinion, could be adequately punished by him, he shall frame in writing a 
charge against the accused. 

255. {1) The charge shall then be read and explained to the accused, and 
he shall be asked whether he is guilty or has any defence to make 

(2) If the accused pleads guilty, the Magistrate shall record the plea, and 
may in his discretion convict him thereon. 

256. {1) If the accused refuses to plead, or does not plead, or claims to 
be tried, he shall be required to state whether he wishes to cross-examine any, 
and, if so, which, of the witnesses for the prosecution whose evidence has been 
taken. If he says he does so wish, the witnesses named by him shall be re- 
called and, after cross-examination and re-examination (if any), they shall be 
discharged. The evidence of any remaining witnesses for the prosecution shall 
next he taken, and, after cross-examination and re-examination (if any), they

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295. I£ a trial is adjourned; the jury or assessors shall attend at the 
adjourned sitting; and at every subsequent sitting; until the conclusion of 
the trial. 

296. The High Court may, from time to time; make rules as to keeping 
the jury together during a trial before such Court lasting for more than one 
day ; and subject to such ruleS; the presiding Judge may order whether and 
in what manner the jurors shall be kept together under the charge of an officer 
of the Com’t; or whether they shall be allowed to return to their respective 
homes. 


F, — Conclusion of Trial in cases tried hy Jury. 

297. In cases tried by jury, when the case for the defence and the 
prosecutor^s reply (if any) are concluded, the Court shall proceed to charge 
the jury, summing up the evidence for the prosecution and defence, and laying 
down the law by which the jury are to be guided. 

298. (i) In such cases it is the duty of the Judge — 

{a) to decide all questions of law arising in the course of the trial, and 
especially all questions as to the relevancy of facts which it is 
proposed to prove, and the admissibility of evidence or the pro- 
priety of questions asked by or on behalf of the parties ; and in 
his discretion, to prevent the production of inadmissible evidence, 
whether it is or is not objected to by the parties ; 

(i) to decide upon the meaning and construction of all documents given 
in evidence at the trial ; 

(c) to decide upon all matters of fact which it may be necessary to prove 

in order to enable evidence of particular matters to be given ; 

[d) to decide whether any question which arises is for himself or for the 

jury, and upon this point his decision shall bind the jurors. 

(5) The Judge may, if he thinks proper, in the course of his summing up, 
express to the jury his opinion upon any question of fact, or upon any question 
of mixed law and fact, relevant to the proceeding. 

lllustraU ons 

(а) It IS proposed to prove a statement made by a person not being a witness in the case, on 
the ground that circumstances are proved which render evidence of such statement admissible. 

It is for the Judge, and not for the juiy, to decide whether the existence of those circum- 
stances has been proved 

(б) It is proposed to give secondary evidence of a document the original of which is aUeged to 
have been lost or destroyed. 

It is the duty of the Judge to decide whether the original has been lost or destroyed. 
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Duty of jury. 299. It is the duty o£ the jury — 

[a) to decide which view of the facts is true and then to return the verdict 
which under such view ought according to the direction of the 
Judge, to be returned; 

(i) to determine the meaning of all technical terms (other than terms of 
law) and words used in an unusual sense which it may be neces- 
sary to determine, whether such words occur in documents or not ; 
{c) to decide all questions which according to law are to be deemed ques- 
tions of fact ; 

{d) to decide whether general indefinite expressions do or do not apply to 
particular cases, unless such expressions refer to legal procedure or 
unless their meaning is ascertained by law, in either of which 
cases it is the duty of the Judge to decide their meaning.

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300. In cases tried by jury, after the Judge has finished his charge, the 
jury may retire to consider their verdict. 

Except with the leave of the Court, no person other than a juror shall

301. When the jury have considered their verdict, the foreman shall 
inform the Judge what is their verdict, or what is the verdict of a majority. 

302. If the jury are not unanimous, the Judge may require them to 
retire for further consideration. After such a period as the Judge considers 
reasonable, the jury may deliver their verdict, although they are not unani- 
mous. 
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303. (1) Unless otherwise ordered by the Court, the jury shall return a 
verdict on all the charges on which the accused is tried, and the Judge may- 
ask them such question's as ^re necessary to ascertain what their verdict is.

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304. When by accident or mistake a wrong verdict is delivered^ the jury 
may, before or immediately after it is recorded, amend the verdict, and it shall 
stand as ultimately amended. 

305. [1) When in a case tried before a High Court the jury are 
unanimous in their opinion, or when as many as six are of one opinion and the 
Judge agrees with them, the Judge shall * give judgment in accordance with 
such opinion. 

(5) When in any such case the jury are satisfied that they will not be 
unanimous, but six of them are of one opinion, the foreman shall so inform the 
Judge. 

(S) If the Judge disagrees with the ma 3 ority, he shall at once discharge 
the jury. 

(4) If there are not so many as six who agree in opinion, the Judge shall, 
after the lapse of such time as he thinks reasonable, discharge the 3 ury. 

306. [Tj When in a case tried before the Court of Session the Judge 
does not think it necessary to express disagreement with the verdict of the 
jurors or of a majority of the jurors, he shall give 3 udgment accordingly. 

(5) If the accused is acquitted, the Judge shall record judgment of ac- 
quittal. If the accused is convicted, the Judge shall pass sentence on him 
according to law. 

307. (I) If in any such case the Judge disagrees with the verdict of the 
jurors, or of a majority of the jurors, on all or any of the charges on which 
the accused has been tried, and is clearly of opinion that it is necessary for 
the ends of justice to submit the case to the High Court, he shall submit 
the case accordingly, recording the grounds of his opinion, and, when the 
verdict is one of acquittal, stating the offence which he considers to have been 
committed. 

(5) Whenever the Judge submits a case under this section, he shall nofc 
record judgment of acquittal or of conviction on any of the charges on which 
the accused has been tried, but be may either remand the accused to custody 
or admit him to bail, 

(S) In dealing with the case so submitted the High Court may exercise 
any of the powers which it may exercise on an appeal, and subject thereto it 
shall, after considering the entire evidence and after giving due weight to the 
opinions of the Sessions Judge and the jury, acquit or convict the accused 
of any offence of which the jury could have convicted him upon the charge 
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framed and placed before it ; and^ if it convicts him, may pass such sentence 
as might have been passed by the Court of Session. 

ff.— Pe-trial of Accused after Discharge of Jury, 

308. Whenever the jury is discharged, the accused shall be detained 
in custody or on bail (as the case may be), and shall be tried by another jury 
unless the Judge considers that he should not be re-tried, in which case the 
Judge shall make an entry to that effect on the charge, and such entry 
shall operate as an acquittal. 

S, — Conclusion of Trial in Cases tried w^th Assessors, 

309# (J) When, in a case tried with the aid of assessors, the case for the 
defence and the prosecutor^s reply (if any) are concluded, the Court may sum 
up the evidence for the prosecution and defence, and shall then require each 
of the assessors to state his opinion orally, and shall record such opinion. 

(3) The Judge shall then give judgment, but in doing so shall not be 
bound to conform to the opinions of the assessors. 

(5) If the accused is convicted, the Judge shall pass sentence on him 
according to law. 

L — Procedure in Case of Previous Conviction, 

310. In the case of a trial by jury or with the aid of assessors, where the 
accused is charged with an offence committed after a previous conviction for 
any offence, the procedure laid down in sections 271, 286, 805, 806 and 809 
shall be modified as follows ; — 

(a) the part of the charge stating the previous conviction shall not be 
read out in Court, nor shall the accused be asked whether he has 
been previously convicted as alleged in the charge unless and until 
he has either pleaded guilty to, or been convicted of, the subsequent 
offence ; 

(5) if he pleads guilty to, or is convicted of, the subsequent offence, he 
shall then ibe asked whether he has been previously convicted as 
alleged in the charge ; 

(^j) if he answers that he has been so previously convicted, the Judge may 
proceed to pass sentence on him accordingly ; but, if he denies that 
he has been so previously convicted, or refuses to, or does not, 
answer such question, the jury, or the Court and the assessors (as 
the case may be), shall then hear evidence concerning such previous 
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conviction, and in snch case (where the trial is by jury) it shall not 
be necessary to swear the jurors again.

J, — List of Jurors for High Courts and summoning Jurors foi that Court, 

312. The names of not more than four hundred persons shall at any one 
time be entered in the special ^urors^ list. 

313. (1) The Clerk of the Crown shall, before the first day of April in 
each year, and sub 3 ect to such rules* as the High Court from time to time 
prescribes, prepare— 

[a) a list of all persons liable to serve as common jurors ; and 

(4) a list of persons liable to serve as special jurors only. 

(5) Regard shall be had, in the preparation of the latter list, to the pro- 
perty, character and education of the persons whose names are entered therein. 

(S) No person shall be entitled to have his name entered in the specia 
jurors*’ list merely because he may have been entered in the special jurors’ list 
for a previous year. 

[4) The Governor General in Council in the case of the High Court at 
Fort William in Bengal, and, in the case of other High Courts, the Local 
Government may exempt any salaried ofiicer of Government from serving 
as a juror. 

(5) The Clerk of the Crown shall, subject to such rules as aforesaid, 
have full discretion to prepare the said list as seems to him to be proper, and 
there shall be no appeal from, or review of, his decision. 

314. (i) Preliminary lists of persons liable to serve as common jurors 
and as special jurors,* respectively, signed by the Clerk of the Crown, shall 
be published once in the local official Gazette before the fifteenth day of 
April next after their preparation.

[c) Commissioners and Collectors of Revenue or Customs ; 

[d) police-officers and persons engaged in the Preventive Service in the 

Customs Department ; 

[e) persons engaged in the collection of the revenue whom the Collector 

thinks fit to exempt on the ground of official duty ; 

(/) pei^sons actually officiating as priests or ministers of their respective 
religions ; 

[g) persons in Her Majesty^s Army; except when; by any law in force 
for the time being; they are specially made liable to serve as 
jurors or assessors ; 

(A) surgeons and others who openly and constantly practise the medical 
profession ; 

[i) legal practitioners (as defined by the Legal Practitioners Act; 1879);^ 
in actual practice ; 

(/) persons employed in the Post-office and Telegraph Departments ; 

(k) persons exempted from personal appearance in Court under the 
provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure; sections 640 and 641 j ^

(1) other persons ^ exempted by the Local Government from liability 
to serve as jurors or assessors. 

321, (1) The Sessions Judge, and the Collector of the district or such 
other officer as the Local Government appoints in this behalf, shall prepare 
and make out in alphabetical order a list of persons liable to serve as jurors 
or assessors and qualified in the j’udgment of the Sessions Judge and 
Collector or other officer as aforesaid to serve as such, and not likely to be 
successfully objected to under section 278, clauses (5) to (7^), both inclusive. 

(2) The list shall contain the name, place of abode and quality or business 
of every such person ; and, if the person is an European or an American, 
the list shall mention the race to which he belongs. 

322. Copies of such list shall be stuck up in the office of the Collector or 
other officer as aforesaid, and in the court-houses of the District Magistrate 
and of the District Court, and extracts therefrom in some conspicuous place 
in the town or towns in or near which the persons named in the extract 
reside. 


Objections to 323. To every such copy or extract shall be sub-joined a notice stating 
that objections to the list will be heard and determined by the Sessions 
Judge and Collector or other officer as aforesaid, at the sessions court-house, 
and at a time to be mentioned in the notice. 


Revision of 324. (1) Eor the hearing of such objections the Sessions Judge shall sit 
with the Collector or other officer as aforesaid, and shall, at the time and place 
mentioned in the notice, revise the list and hear the objections (if any) of per- 
sons interested in the amendment thereof, and shall strike out the name of 
any person not suitable in their judgment to serve as a juror, or as an assessor, 
or who may establish his right to any exemption from service given by section 
320 and insert the name of any person omitted from the list whom they deem 
qualified for such service 

(3) In the event of a difference of opinion between the Sessions Judge and 
the Collector or other officer as aforesaid, the name of the proposed juror or 
assessor shall be omitted from the Hst.

(6) The list so prepared and revised shall be again revised once in every year. 

(7) The list so revised shall be deemed a new list and shall be subject to 
all the rules hereinbefore contained as to the list originally prepared. 

325. In the case of any district for which the Local Government has 
declared that the trial of certain offences shalh if the Judge so direct^ be by 
special jury, the Sessions Judge and the Collector of such district or other 
officer as aforesaid shall prepare, in addition to the revised list hereinbefore 
prescribed, a special list containing the names of such jurors as are borne on 
the revised list and are, in the opinion of such Sessions Judge and Collector or 
other officer as aforesaid, by reason of their possessing superior qualifications 
in respect of property, character or education, fit persons to serve as special 
jurors ; Provided always that the inclusion of the name of any person in such 
special list shall not involve the removal of his name from the revised list nor 
relieve him of his liability to serve as an ordinary juror in cases not tried by 
special jury. 

326. (i) The Sessions Judge shall ordinarily, seven days at least before 
the day which he may from time to time fix for holding the sessions, send a 
letter to the District Magistrate requesting him to summon as many persons 
named in the said revised list^ or the said special list as seem to the Sessions 
Judge to be needed for trials by jury and trials with the aid of assessors at 
the said sessions, the number to be summoned not being less than double the 
number required for any such trial 

(2) The names of the persons to be summoned shall be drawn by lot in 
open Court, excluding those who have served within six months unless the 
number cannot be made up without them ; and the names so drawn shall be 
specified in the said letter. 

327. The Court of Session may direct jurors or assessors to be summoned 
at other periods than the period specified in section 326, when the number of 
trials before the Court renders the attendance of one set of jurors or assessors 
for a whole session oppressive or whenever for other reasons such direction is 
found to be necessary. 
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328. Every summons^ to a juror or assessor shall be in writing, and shall 
require his attendance as a juror or assessor, as the case may be, at a time and 
'place to be therein specified. 

329. When any person summoned to serve as a juror or assessor is in 
the service o£ Government or of a Railway Company, the Court to serve in 
which he is so summoned may excuse his attendance if it appears on the re** 
presentation of the head of the office in which he is employed that he cannot 
serve as a juror or assessor, as the case may be, without inconvenience ^to the 
public 

330. (2) The Court of Session may for reasonable cause excuse any juror 
or assessor from attendance at any particular session. 

(S) The Court of Session may, if it shall think fit, at [the conclusion of 
any trial by special jury, direct that the jurors who have served on such jury 
shall not be summoned to serve again as jurors for a period of twelve months. 


331. [1) At each session the said Court shall cause to be made a list of 
the names of those who have attended as jurors and assessors at such 
session. 

(2) Such list shall be kept with the list of the jurors and assessors as revised! 
under section 324. 

(S) A reference shall be made in the margin of the said revised list to each 
of the names which are mentioned in the list prepared under this section. 

332. (2) Any person summoned to attend as a juror or as an assessor

William with the consent of the Governor General in Council, and in all other 
cases with the consent of the Local Government, hold sittings at such other 
places within the local limits of its appellate jurisdiction as the High Court 
appoints. 

(3) Such officer as the Chief Justice directs shall give notice beforehand 
in the local official Gazette of all sittings intended to be held for the exercise 
of the original criminal jurisdiction of the High Court.

sanction of the District Magistrate, any other Magistrate, may, with the view 
of obtaining the evidence of any person supposed to have been directly or 
indirectly concerned in, or privy to, the offence under inquiry, tender a pardon 
to such person on condition of his making a full and true disclosure of the 
whole of the circumstances within his knowledge relative to such offence, and 
to every other person concerned, whether as principal or abettor, in the com- 
mission thereof. 

[2) Every person accepting a tender under this section shall be examined 
as a witness in the case. 

(S) Such person, if not on bail, shall be detained in custody until the 
termination of the trial^ by the Court of Session or High Court, as the case 
may be. 

(4) Every Magistrate, other than a Presidency Magistrate, who tenders 
a pardon under this section, shall record his reasons for so doing ; and when 
any Magistrate has made such tender and examined the person to whom it 
has been made, he shall not try the case himself, although the offence which 
the accused appears to have committed may be triable by such Magistrate. 

338 At any time after commitment, but before judgment is passed, 
the Court to which the commitment is made may, with the view of obtaining 
on the trial the evidence of any person supposed to have been directly or 
indirectly concerned in, or privy to, any such offence, tender, or order the com- 
mitting Magistrate or the District Magistrate to tender, a pardon on the same 
condition to such person. 

339. {1) Where a pardon has been tendered under section 337 or section

354. In inquiries and trials (other than summary trials) under this Code 
by or before a Magistrate (other than a Presidency Magistrate) or Sessions 
Judge, the evidence of tbe witnesses shall be recorded in the following manner. 

^355. (i) In summons-cases tried before a Magistrate other than a 
Presidency Magistrate, and in cases of the offences mentioned in sub-section 
(J) of section 260, clauses (^) to (m')y both inclusive, when tried by a Magis- 
trate of the first or second class and in all proceedings under section 514 j (if 
not in the course of a trial), the Magistrate shall make a memorandum of the 
substance of the evidence of each witness as the examination of the witness 
proceeds. 

(2) Such memorandum shall be written and signed by the Magistrate 
with his own hand, and shall form part of the record. 

(3) If the Magistrate is prevented from making a memorandum as above 
required, he shall record the reason of his inability to do so, and shall cause 
such memorandum to be made {in writing from his dictation in open Court, 
and shall sign the same ; and such memorandum shall form part of the record. 

356. (/) In all other trials before Courts of Session and Magistrates 
(other than Presidency Magistrates), and in all inquiries under Chapters XII 
and XVIII, the evidence of each witness shall be taken down in writing in 
tbejanguage of the Court by the Magistrate or Sessions Judge, or in his 
presence and hearing and under his personal direction and superintendence 
and shall be signed by tbe Magistrate or Sessions Judge. 

(2) When the evidence of such witness is given in English, the Magis- 
trate or Sessions Judge may take it down in that language with his own hand, 
and, unless the accused is familiar with English, or the language of the Court 
is English, an authenticated translation of such evidence in the language of 
the Court shall form part of the record. 

(3) In cases in which the evidence is not taken down in writing by the 
Magistrate or Sessions Judge, he shall, as the examination of each witness

379 In cases submitted by the Court of Session to the High Court for the 
confirmation of a sentence of death, the proper officer of the High Court shall,

(3) If any condition on which a sentence has been suspended or remitted 
is, in the opinion of the Governor General in Council or of the Local Govern- 
ment; as the case may be, not fulfilled; the Governor General in Council or 
the Local Government may cancel the suspension or remission, and thereupon 
the person in whose favour the sentence has been suspended or remitted may, 
if at large, be arrested by any police-officer without warrant and remanded to 
undergo the unexpired portion of the sentence.

CHAPTER XXX. 

Of pbevious Acquittals or Convictions. 

403. (1) A person who has once been tried by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction for an offence and convicted or acquitted of such offence shall, 
while such conviction or acquittal remains in force, not be liable to be tried 
again for the same offence, nor on the same facts for any other offence for 
which a different charge from the one made against him might have been 
made under section 286, or for which he might have been convicted under 
section 237. 

(3) A person acquitted or convicted of any offence may be afterwards 
tried for any distinct offence for which a separate charge might have been 
made against him on the former trial under section 235, sub-section (1), 

(5) A person convicted of any offence constituted by any act causing 
consequences which, together with such act, constituted a different offence 
from that of which he was convicted, may be afterwards tried for such last- 
mentioned offence, if the consequences had not happened, or were not known 
to the Court to have happened, at the time when he was convicted 

(4) A person acquitted or convicted of any offence constituted by any acts 
may, notwithstanding such acquittal or conviction, be subsequently charged 
with, and tried for, any other offence constituted by the same acts which he 
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may have committed i£ the Court by which he was first tried was not com- 
petent to fcry the offence with which he is subsequently charged, 

(5) Nothing in this section shall affect the provisions of section 26 of the 
.General Clauses Act; 1897^ or section 188 of this Code. 

Explanation ~The dismissal of a complaint, the stopping of proceedings 
under section 249, the discharge of the accused or "any entry made upon a 
charge under section 273, is not an acquittal for the purposes of this section. 


Illustrations 

(a) A is tried upon a charge of theft as a servant and acquitted. He cannot afterwards, 
while the acquittal remains in force, be charged with theft as a servant, or, upon the, same facta 
with theft simply, or with criminal breach of trust. 

(5) A IS tried upon a charge of murder and acquitted. There is no charge. of robbery ; but 
it appeals from the facts that A committed robbery at the time when the murder was committed ; 
he may afterwards be charged with, and tried for, robbeiy 

(c) A is tried for causing grievous hurt and convicted. The person injured afterwards 
dies. A may he tried again for culpable homicide. 

(d) A is charged before the Court of Session and convicted of the culpable homicide of B. 
A may not afterwards be tried on the same facts for the murder of B. 

(e) A is charged by a Magistrate of the first class with, and convicted by him of, voluntarily 
causing hurt to B. A may not afterwards be tried for voluntarily causing grievous hurt to 
B on the same facts, unless the case comes within paragraph 3 of the section. 

(f) A is charged by a Magistrate of the second class with, and convicted by him of, theft of 
property from Sie person of B. A may be subsequently charged with, and tried for, robbery on 
the same facts. 

Qr) A, B and C are charged by a Magistrate of the first class with, and convicted by him of, 
robbing I). A, B and C may afterwards be charged with, and tided for, dacoity on the same facts.

407. {1) Any person convicted on a trial held by any Magistrate of the 
second or third class, or any person sentenced under section 849 by a Sub- 
divisional Magistrate of the second class, may appeal to the District Magis- 
trate, 

(8) The District Magistrate may direct that any appeal under this section, 
or any class of such appeals, shall be heard by any Magistrate of the first class

(i) when in any ease an Assistant Sessions Judge or a Magistrate 
specially empowered under section 80 passes any sentence of 
imprisonment for a term exceeding four years, or any sentence of 
transportation, the appeal shall lie to the High Court ; 

(c) when any person is convicted by a Magistrate of an offence under 
section 124 A of the Indian Penal Code^, the appeal shall lie to the 
High Court.

Explanation* — There is no appeal from a sentence of imprisonment passed 
by such Court or Magistrate in default of payment of fine when no substan- 
tive sentence of imprisonment has also been passed. 

^414. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, there shall be no 
appeal by a convicted person in any case tried summarily in which a Magistrate 
empowered to act under section 260 passes a sentence of imprisonment not 
exceeding three months only, or of fine not exceeding two hundred rupees only, 
or of whipping only. 

415. An appeal may be brought against any sentence referred to in section 
413 or section 414 by which any two or more of the punishments therein 
mentioned are combined, but no sentence which would not otherwise be liable 
to appeal shall be appealable merely on the ground that the person convicted 
is ordered to find security to keep the peace. 

Explanation* — A sentence of imprisonment in default of payment of fine 
is not a sentence by which two or more punishments are combined within the 
meaning of this Section.

•copy of the heads of the charge recorded under section 367. 

420. If the appellant is in jail, he may present his petition of appeal and 
the copies accompanying the same to the officer in charge of the jail, who shall 
thereupon forward such petition and copies to the proper Appellate Court. 

421. (jf) On receiving the petition and copy under section 419 or 
section 420, the Appellate Court shall peruse the same, and, if it considers 
that there is no sufficient ground for interfering, it may dismiss the appeal 
summarily : 

Provided that no appeal presented under section 419 shall be dismissed 
unless the appellant or his pleader has had a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard in support of the same. 

(S) Before dismissing an appeal under this section, the Court may call 
for the record of the case, but shall not be bound to do so. 

422. If the Appellate Court does not dismiss the appeal summarily, it 
shall cause notice to be given to the appellant or his pleader, and to such 
officer as the Local Government may appoint in this behalf, of the time and 
place at which such appeal will be heard, and shall, on the application of such 
officer, furnish him with a copy of the grounds of appeal ; 

and, in cases of appeals under section 417, the Appellate Court shall cause 
like notice to be given to the accused.

(б) in an appeal from a conviction, (7) reverse the finding and sentence, 

and acquit or discharge the accused, or order him to be retried" 
by a Court of competent jurisdiction subordinate to such Appel- 
late Court or committed for trial, or (2) alter the finding, 
maintaining the sentence, or, with or without altering the finding, 
reduce the sentence, or (5), with or without such reduction and 
with or without altering the finding, alter the nature of the^ 
sentence, but, subject to the provisions of section 106, sub- 
section (S), not so as to enhance the same; 

(c) in an appeal from any other order, alter or reverse such order ; 

(d) make any amendment or any consequential or incidental order that 

may be just or proper. 

(2) Nothing herein contained shall authorize the Court to alter or reverse 
the verdict of a jury, unless it is of opinion that such verdict is erroneous- 
owing to a misdirection by the Judge, or to a misunderstanding on the part 
of the jury of the law as laid down by him. 

424. The rules contained in Chapter XXVI as to the judgment of a 
Criminal Court of original jurisdictio n shall apply, so far as may be prac- 
ticable, to the judgment of any Appellate Court other than a High Court : 

Provided that, unless the Appellate Court otherwise directs, the accused 
shall not be brought up, or required to attend, to hear judgment delivered.

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425. {1) Wlienever a case is decided on appeal by the High Court under 
this Chapter^ it shall certify its judgment or order to the Court by which 
the finding, sentence or order appealed against was recorded or passed. If the 
finding, sentence or cider was recorded or passed by a Magistrate other 
than the District Magistrate, the certificate shall be sent through the Dis- 
trict Magistrate.

(5) Unless the Appellate Court otherwise directs, the accused or his pleader 
shall be present when the additional evidence is taken ; but such evidence 
shall not be taken in the presence of jurors or assessors. 

{4) The taking of evidence under this section shall be subject to the 
provisions of Chapter XXV, as if it were an inquiry. 

When the Judges composing the Court o£ Appeal are equally- 
divided in opinion^ the case, with their opinions thereon, shall be laid before 
another Judge of the same Court, and such Judge, after such hearing (if 
any) as he thinks fit, shall deliver his opinion, and the judgment or order shall 
follow such opinion. 

430. Judgments and orders passed by an Appellate Court upon appeal 
shall be final, except in the cases provided for in section 417 and Chapter 
XXXII.

9. (T) The Governor General in Council may make rules ^ providing for 
the registration of newspapers for transmission by inland post as registered 
newspapers. 

(S) For the purpose of such registration, every publication, consisting 
wholly or in great part of political or other news, or of articles relating thereto, 
or to other current topics, with or without advertisements, shall be deemed a 
newspaper, subject to the following conditions, namely: — 

{a) that it is published in numbers at intervals of not more than thirty-one 
days \ and 

(S) that it has a hond fide list of subscribers. 

(5) An extra or supplement to a newspaper, bearing the same date as the 
newspaper and transmitted therewith, shall be deemed to be part of the news- 
paper :

16. (1) The Governor General in Council shall cause postage stamps to 
be provided of such kinds and denoting such values as he may think necessary 
for the purposes of this Act, 

{2) The Governor General in Council may make rules^ as to the supply, 
sale and use of postage stamps. 

(5) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may — 

fix the price at which postage stamps shall be soldi; 

(S) declare the classes of postal articles in respect of which postage 
stamps shall be used for the payment of postage or other sums 
chargeable under this Act ;

to which postage stamps may be sold ; and 
(/) prescribe the duties and remuneration of persons selling postage 
stamps. 

17. Postage stamps provided under section 16 shall be deemed to be 
stamps issued by Government for the purpose of revenue within the meaning 
XLV of 1860. of the Indian Penal Code,^ and, subj*ect to the other provisions of this Act, 
shall be used for the prepayment of postage or other sums chargeable under 
this Act in respect of postal articles, exce];)t where the Governor General in 
Council directs that prepayment shall he made in some other way. 


CHAPTER V. 

Conditions of Teansmission of Postal Articles. 

18. (/) The Governor General in Council may, by rule,^ provide for the 
redelivery to the sender, without reference to the consent of the addressee and 
subject to such conditions (if any) as may be deemed fit, of any postal article 
in course of transmission by post. 

(S) Save as provided by any rules that may be made under sub-section 
(J), the sender shall not be entitled to recall a postal article in course of trans- 
mission by post. 

19. (1) Except as otherwise provided by rule and subject to such condi- 
tions as may be prescribed thereby, no person shall send by post any explosive, 
dangerous, filthy, noxious or deleterious substance, any sharp instrument not 
properly protected, or any living creature which is either noxious or likely to 
injure postal articles in course of transmission by post or any ofiicer of the 
Post Office. 

(2) No person shall send by post any article or thing which is likely to 
injure postal articles in course of transmission by post or any officer of the Post 
Office.

21. (1) The Governor General in Council may make rules^ as to the 
transmission by post of postal articles. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the f oregoing 
power, such rules may — ,

ing certificates of posting and delivery of, postal articles and 
the sums to be paid, in addition to any other postage, for such 
receipts and certificates ; and 

(5) regulate covers, form, dimensions, maximum weight and enclosures, 
and the use of postal articles, other than letters, for making 
communications. 

(5) Postal articles shall be posted and delivered at such times and in such 
manner as the Director General may, by order, from time to time appoint. 

22. (I) Where the despatch or delivery from a post office of letters would 
be delayed by the despatch or delivery therefrom at the same time of book, 
pattern or sample packets and parcels, or any of them, such packets or par- 
cels, or any of them, may, subject to such rules^ as the Governor General in 
Council may make in this behalf, be detained in the Post Office so long as may 
be necessary. 

{2) Where separate parcel posts are established, parcels may be forwarded 
and conveyed by them, being detained, if necessary, in the Post Office for 
that purpose. 

23. (I) Any postal article sent by post in contravention of any of the 
provisions of this Act may be detained and either returned to the sender or

Provided, first, that, if the Director General so directs in the case of any 
post office or class of post offices, the officer in charge of the post office shall 
call in two respectable persons as witnesses before he opens a postal article in 
the absence of the addressee or his agent :

28. The sender of a postal article may, subject to the other provisions of 
this Act, have the article registered at the ’post office at which it is posted, and 
require a receipt therefor ; and the Governor General in Council may, by noti- 
fication in the Gazette of India, direct that, in addition to any postage charge- 
able under this Act, such further fee as may be fixed by the notification shall 
be paid on account of the registration of postal articles. 

29. (i) I^he Governor General in Council may make rules as to the regis- 
tration of postal articles. 

(S) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may — 

{a) declare in what cases registration shall be required ; 

(5) prescribe the manner in which the fees for registration shall be paid ; 
and 

(c) direct that twice the fee for registration shall be levied on the delivery 
of a postal article required to be registered on which the fee for 
registration has not been prepaid. 

(5) Postal articles made over to the post office for the purpose of being 
registered shall be delivered, when registered, at such times and in such manner 
as the Director General may, by order, from time to time appoint. 

30. The Governor General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette 
of India direct— 

(a) that any postal article may, subject to the other provisions of this 
Act, be insured at the post office at which it is posted, against 
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Insurance of]

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the risk of loss or damage in course of transmission by post, and 
that a receipt therefor shall be granted to the person posting it ; and 

(5) that, in addition to any postage and fees for registration chargeable 
under this Act, such further fee as may be fixed by the notification 
shall be paid on account of the insurance of postal articles. 

31. The Governor General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette 
of India, declare in what cases insurance shall be required, and direct that any 
postal article containing anything required to be insured, which has been 
posted without being insured, shall be returned to the sender or shall be 
delivered to the addressee, subject to the payment of such special fee as may be 
fixed by the notification : 

Provided that the levy of such special fee as aforesaid shall not impose any 
liability upon the Secretary of State for India in Council in respect of the 
postal article. 

32. (1) The Governor General in Council may make rules ^ as to the 
insurance of postal articles. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may — 

{a) declare what classes of postal articles may be insured under section 30 ; 

(5) fix the limit of the amount for which postal articles may be insured ; 
and 

(c) prescribe the manner in which the fees for insurance shall be paid. 

(5) Postal articles made over to the Post Ofiice for the purpose of being 
insured shall be delivered, when insured, at such places and times and in such 
manner as the Director General may, by order, from time to time appoint. 

33. Subject to such conditions and restrictions as the Governor General 
in Council may, by rule, prescribe, the Secretary of State for India in Council 
shall be liable to pay^ compensation, not exceeding the amount for which a 
postal article has been insured, to the sender thereof for the loss of the postal 
article or its contents, or for any damage caused to it in course of transmission 
by post : 

Provided that the compensation so payable shall in no case exceed the 
value of the article lost or the amount of the damage caused. 

34. The Governor General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette 
of India, direct that, subject to the other provisions of this Act and to the pay- 
ment of fees at such rates asfmay be fixed by the notification, a sum of money 
specified in writing at the time of posting by the sender of a postal article

(b) direct that no postal article shall be so sent unless the sender declares 

that it is sent in execution of a bond fide order received by him ; 

(c) limit the value to be recovered on the delivery of any value-payable 

postal article ; and 

(d) prescribe the form of declai-ation to be made by the senders of 

value-payable postal articles, and the time and manner of the 
payment of fees

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<;haige of the post office at the port of arrival and act according to the direc- 
tions he may receive from such officer,; and the receipt of such officer shall dis- 
charge him from all further responsibility in respect of the postal article or

An Act to make better provision for the regulation of the 
importation of live-stock. 

Whbueas it is expedient to make better pronsion for the regulation of the 
importation of live-stock which is hable to be affected by infectious or conta- 
gious disorders ; It is hereby enacted as follows . — 

1. [1) This Act may be called the Live-stock Importation Act^ 1898. 

(S) It extends to the whole of British India ; and 

(5) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Act; unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or con- 
text; — 

(а) the expression infectious or contagious disorders includes tick-pest; 

anthraX; glanderS; farcy, scabies and any other disease or disorder 
which may be specified by the Governor General in Council by 
notification in the Gazette of India ; and 

(б) live-stock includes horses, lone, camels, sheep and any other 
animal which may be specified by the Governor General in Council 
by notification in the Gazette of India. 

3. (I) The Governor General in Council may, by notification in the 
Gazette of India, regulate, restrict or prohibit, in such manner and to such 
extent as he may think fit, the bringing or taking, by sea or land, into British 
India or any specified place therein, of any Lve-stock which may be liable to 
be affected by infectious or contagious disorders, and of any fodder, dung, 
stable-litter, clothing, harness or fittings appertaining to live-stock or that 
may have been in contact therewith. 

{2) A notification under sub-section (1) shall operate as if it had been

An Act to consolidate and amend the law relating to Stamps. 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law relating- to 
Stamps ; It is hereby enacted as follows 


CHAPTEE I. 

Preliminary. 

(1) . 1 This Act may be called the Indian Stamp Act, 1899. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, inclusive o£ Upper Bnrna, ^

10. (1) Except as otherwise expressly provided in this Act; all duties with 
which any instruments are chargeable shall be paid, and such payment shall 
be indicated on such instruments; by means of stamps— 

{a) according to the provisions herein contained ; or 

{1) when no such provision is applicable thereto; as the Governor 
General in Council may by rule direct. 

{2) The rulesi made under sub-section {1) may; among other matters 
regulate; —

(3) bills of exchange; cheques and promissory notes drawn or made out 
of British India ; 

entry as an advocate; vakil or attorney on the roll of a High Court ; 

{d) notarial acts ; and 

(e) transfers by endorsement of shares in any incorporated company or 
other body corporate. 

12. (i) (^) Whoever affixes any adhesive stamp to any instrument charge- 
able with duty which has been executed by any person shall; when affixing 
such stamp; cancel the same so that it cannot be used again ;

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[i) whoever executes any instrument on 'any paper bearing an adhesive 
stamp shall, at the time o£ execution, unless such stamp has been abeady 
cancelled in manner aforesaid, cancel the same so that it cannot be used 
again. 

{2) Any instrument bearing an adhesive stamp which has not been 
cancelled so that it cannot be used again, shall, so far as such stamp is con- 
cerned, be deemed to be unstamped. 

{3) The person required by sub-section (1) to cancel an adhesive stamp 
may cancel it by writing on or across the stamp his name or initials or the 
name or initials of his firm with the true date of his so writing, or in any 
other effectual manner. 

13. Every instrument written upon paper stamped with an impressed 
stamp shall be written in such manner that the stamp may appear on the face 
of the instrument and cannot be used for or applied to any other instrument. 

14. No second instrument chargeable with duty shall be written upon 
a piece of stamped paper upon which an instrument chargeable with duty 
has already been written ; 

Provided that nothing in this section shall prevent any endorsement 
which is duly stamped or is not chargeable with duty being made upon any 
instrument for the purpose of transferring any right created or evidenced 
thereby, or of acknowledging the receipt of any money or goods the pay- 
ment or delivery of which is secured thereby. 

15. Every instrument written in contravention of section IS or section 14 
fth^.11 be deemed to be unstamped. 


16. Where the duty with which an instrument is chargeable, or its 
« exemption from duty, depends in any manner upon the duty actually paid 
in respect of another instrument, the payment of such last-mentioned duty 
shall, if application is made in writing to the Collector for that purpose, 
and on production of both the instruments, be denoted upon such first-men- 
tioned instrument, by endorsement under the hand of the Collector or in 
such other manner [if any) as the Grovernor Greneral in Council may by rule 
prescribe. 


(7 . — Of the time of stamping instruments* 

17. All instruments chargeable with duty and executed by any person in 
British India shall be stamped before or at the time of execution. 
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18. (1) Every instrument chargeable with duty executed only out o£ 
British India, and not being a bill o£ exchange, cheque or promissory note, 
may be stamped within three months after it has been first received in British 
India. 

[2) Where any such instrument cannot, with reference to the description 
of stamp prescribed therefor, be duly stamped by a private person, it may 
be taken within the said period of three months to the Collector, who shall 
stamp the same, in such [manner as the Governor General in Council may 
by rule prescribe, with a stamp of such value as the person so taking such 
instrument may require and pay for. 

19. The first holder in British India of any bill of exchange, cheque or 
promissory note drawn or made out of British India shall, before he presents 
the same for acceptance or payment, or endorses, transfers or otherwise 
negotiates the same in British India, aflSx thereto the proper stamp and 
cancel the same : 

Provided that, — 

[a) if, at the time any such bill of exchange, cheque or note comes into 

the hands of any holder thereof in British India, the proper 
adhesive stamp is afllxed thereto and cancelled in manner prescribed 
by section 1% and such holder has no reason to believe that such 
stamp was affixed or cancelled otherwise than by the person and 
at the time required by this Act, such stamp shall, so far as relates 
to such holder, be deemed to have been duly affixed and cancelled : 

[b) nothing contained in this proviso shall relieve any person from any 

penalty incurred by him for omitting to affix or cancel a stamp. 

I). — 0/ Valuations for Duty, 

20. [I) Where an instrument" is chargeable with ad valorem duty in 
respect of any money expressed in any currency other than that of British 
India, such duty shall be calculated on the value of such money in the cur- 
rency of British India according to the current rate of exchange on the day 
of the date of the instrument. 

[2) The Governor General in Council may, from time to time, by notifica- 
tion in the Gazette of India, prescribe^ a rate of exchange for the conversion 
of British or any foreign currency into the currency of British India for 
the purposes of calculating stamp-duty, and such rate shall be deemed to be 
the current rate for the purposes of sub-section (jf).

22. Where an instrument contains a statement of current rate of ex- 
change^ or average price^ as the case may require^ and is stamped in accord- 
ance with such statement; it shall; so far as regards the subject-matter of 
such statement; be presumed; until the contrary is proved; to be duly stamped, 

23. Where interest is expressly made payable by the terms of an instru- 
ment; such instrument shall not be chargeable with duty higher than that 
with which it would ha've been chargeable had no mention of interest been 
made therein.

{a) is given upon the occasion of the deposit of any marketable security

(2) Where property contracted to be purchased for one consideration for the 
whole by two or more persons jointly, or by any person for himself and others, 
or wholly for others, is conveyed m parts by separate instruments to the 
persons by or for whom the same was purchased, for distinct parts of the 
•consideration, the conveyance of each separate part shall be chargeable with

Adjudication as to Stamps. 

Adjudication 31* {^) When any instrument, whether executed or not and whether 

previously stamped or not, is brought to the Collector, and the person bringing 
it applies to have the opinion of that officer as to the duty (if any) with which 
it is chargeable, and pays a fee of such amount (not exceeding five rupees and 
not less than eight annas) as the Collector may in each case direct, the Collector 
shall determine the duty (if any) with which, in his judgment, the instrument 
is chargeable. 

(5) For this purpose the Collector may require to be furnished with an 
abstract of the instrument, and also with such affidavit or other evidence as 
he may deem necessary to prove that all the facts and circumstances affecting 
the chargeability of the instrument with duty, or the amount of the duty 
with which it is chargeable, are fully and truly set forth therein, and may 
refuse to proceed upon any ^uch application until such abstract and evidence 
have been furnished accordingly *

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CHAPTER IV. 

Instrumknts not duly stamped. 

33- (-^) Every person having by law or consent o£ parties authority to 
receive ividenoe^ and every person in charge of a public offiee, except an officer 
of police, before whom any instrument, chargeable, in his opinion, with duty, 
is produced or comes in the performance of his functions, shall, if it appears to 
him that such instrument is not duly stamped, impound the same. 

2) For that purpose every such person shall examine every instrument 
so chargeable and so produced or coming before him in order to ascertain 
whether it is stamped with a stamp of the value and description required by 
the law in force in British India when such instrument was executed or first 
executed : 

Provided that — 

[a) nothing herein contained shall be deemed to require any Magistrate 
or J udge of a Criminal Court to examine or impound, if he does 
not think fit so to do, any instrument coming before him in the 
course of any proceeding other than a proceeding under Chapter 
XII or Chapter XXXVI of the ^ Code of Criminal Procedure, V of 
1898; 

(5) in the case of a Judge of a High Court, the duty of examining and 
impounding any instrument under this section may be delegated to 
such officer as the Court appoints in this behalf. 

(5) For the purposes of this section, in cases of doubt,-- 

(«3!) the Governor General in Council may determine what offices shall be 
deemed to be public offices ; and 

(5) the Local Government may determine who shall be deemed to hQ 
persons in charge of public offices, 

34. Where any receipt chargeable with a duty of one anna is tendered to 
or produced before any officer unstamped in the course of the audit of any 
public account, such officer may in his discretion, instead of impounding the 
instrument, require a duly stamped receipt to be substituted therefor. 

35. No instrument chargeable with duty shall be admitted in evidence for 
any purpose by any person having by law or consent of parties authority to 
receive evidence, or shall be acted upon, registered or authenticated by

Provided that— • 

(a) any sach instrument not being an instrument chargeable with a duty

other than a proceeding under Chapter XII or Chapter XXXVI of 
the ^ Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 ; 

(e) nothing herein contained shall prevent the admission of any in* 

strument in any Court when such instrument has been executed by 
or on behalf of the Government, or where it bears the certificate of 
the Collector as provided by section 32 or any other provision of

36. Where an instrumer^t has been admitted in evidence, such admission 
shall not, except as provided in section 61, be called in question at any stage 
of the same suit or proceeding on the ground that the instrument has not been 
duly stamped.

38. {/) When the person impounding an instrument under section 88> 
has by law or consent of parties authority to receive evidence and admits 
such instrument in evidence upon payment of a penalty as provided by section 
85 or of duty as provided by section 87, he shall send to the Collector an 
authenticated copy of such instrument, together with a certificate in writing, 
stating the amount of duty and penalty levied in respect thereof, and shall 
send such amount to the Collector, or to such person as he may appoint in 
this behalf.

40. (1) When the Collector impounds any instrument under section 88, 
or receives any instrument sent to him under section 38, sub-section (S), not 
being an instrument chargeable with a duty of one anna ^ [or half an anna] 
only or a bill of exchange or promissory note, he shall adopt the following 
procedure • — 

(a) if he is of opinion that such instrument is duly stamped or is not 
chargeable with duty, he shall certify by endorsement thereon 
that it is duly stamped, or that it is not so chargeable, as the case 
may be • 

(5) if he is of opinion that such instrument is chargeable with duty and 
is not duly stamped, he shall require the payment of the proper 
duty or the amount required to make up the same, together with 
a penalty of five rupees; or, if he thinks fit ®[an amount not

Provided that; when such instrument has been impounded only because it 
has been written in contravent n of section 13 or section 14; the Collector 
may; if he thinks fit; remit the whole penalty prescribed by this section. 

(2) Every certificate under clause (a) of sub-section (J) shall; for the 
purposes of this Act; be conclusive evidence of the matters stated therein- 

(5) Where an instrument has been sent to the Collector under section 88^ 
sub-section (S); the Collector shall; when he has dealt with it as provided by 
this section; return it to the impounding officer. 

41. If any instrument chargeable with duty and not duly stamped. Instruments, 
not being an instrument chargeable with a duty of one anna ^[or half unduly 

an anna] only or a bill of exchange or promissory note; is produced 
by any person of his own motion before the Collector within one year from 
the date of its execution or first execution; and such person brings to the 
notice of the Collector the fact that such instrument is not duly stamped and 
offers to pay to the Collector the amount of the proper duty; or the amount 
required to make up the same; and the Collector is satisfied that the omission 
to duly stamp such instrument has been oocasioned by accident, mistake or 
urgent necessity, he may, instead of proceeding under sections 33 and 40, 
receive such amount and proceed as next hereinafter prescribed. 

42. (1) When the duty and penalty (if any) leviable in respect of any 
instrument have been paid under section 35, section 40 or section 41, the 
person admitting such instrument in evidence or the Collector, as the case 

may be, shall certify by endorsement thereon that the proper duty or, as the has been 
case may be, the proper duty and penalty (stating the amount of each) have 
been levied in respect thereof, and the name and residence of the person ^ 
paying them. 

(S) Every instrument so endorsed shall thereupon be admissible in 
evidence, and may be registered and acted upon and authenticated as if it 
had been duly stamped, and shall be delivered on his application in this 
behalf to the person from whose possession it came into the hands of the 
officer impounding it or as such person may direct :

43. The taking of j)roceedmgs or the payment of a penalty under this

Provided that no such prosecution shall be instituted in the case of any 
instrument in respect of which such a penalty has been paid, unless it appears 
to the Collector that the offence was committed with an intention of evading 
payment of the proper duty. 

44. (1) When any duty or penalty has been paid under section 35, 
section 37, section 40 or section 41, by any person in respect of an instrument, 
and, by agreement or under the provisions of section 29 or any other enact- 
ment in force at the time such instrument was executed, some other person 
was bound to bear the expense of providing the proper stamp for such 
instrument, the first-mentioned person shall be entitled to recover from such 
other person the amount of the duty or penalty so paid. 

(S) For the purpose of such recovery any certificate granted in respect of 
such instrument under this Act shall be conclusive evidence of the matters 
therein certified. 

Such amount may, if the Court thinks fit, be included in any order 
as to costs in any suit or proceeding to which such persons are parties and 
in which such instrument has been tendered in evidence. If the Court does 
not include the amount in such order, no further proceedings for the recovery 
of the amount shall be maintainable. 

45. (I) Where any penalty is paid under section 35 or section 40, the

upon cancelhng the same in manner herembefore provided; may pay the sum

48. All duties, penalties and other sums required to be paid under this 
Chapter may be recovered by the Collector by distress and sale of the move- 
able property of the person from whom the same are due, or by any other 
process for the time being in force for the recovery of arrears of land-revenue.

Allowances eou Stamps in certain Cases. 

49. Subject to such rules as may be made by the Governor General in 
Council as to the evidence to be required, or the enquiry to be made, the 
Collector may, on application made within the period jirescribed in section 50,

(S) the stamp used or intended to be used for any bill of ex- 
change, cheque or promissory note signed by, or on 
behalf of, the drawer thereof, but which from any omission 
or error has been spoiled or rendered useless, although the 
same, being a bill of exchange or cheque, may have been 
presented for acceptance or accepted or endorsed, or, being 
a promissory note, may have been delivered to the payee : 
provided that another completed and duly stamped bill of 
exchange, cheque or promissory note is produced identical 
in every particular, except in the correction of such 
omission or error as aforesaid, with the spoiled bill, cheque 
or note ; 

(d) the stamp is used for an instrument executed by any party thereto 
which— 

(1) has been afterwards found to be absolutely void in law from 
the beginning • 

has been afterwards found unfit by reason of any error or 
mistake therein, for the purpose originally intended : 
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(5) by reason of the death of any person by whom it is necessary 
that it should be executed, without having executed the 
same, or of the refusal of any such person to execute the 
same, cannot be completed so as to effect the intended 
transaction in the form proposed : 

[4) for want of the execution thereof by some material party, 

and his inability or refusal to sign the same, is in fact 
incomplete and insujQScient for the purpose for which it 
was intended : 

[5) by reason of the refusal of any person to act under the same, 

or to advance any money intended to be thereby secured, 
or by the refusal or non-acceptance of any ofBce thereby 
granted, totally fails of the intended purpose • 

[6) becomes useless in consequence of the transaction intended 

to be thereby effected being effected by some other instru- 
ment between the same parties and bearing a stamp of not 
less value : 

[7) is deficient in value and the transaction intended to be 

thereby effected had been effected by some other instrument 
between the same parties and bearing a stamp of not less 
value : 

(S) is inadvertently and undesignedly spoiled and in lieu whereof 
another instrument made between the same parties and 
for the same purpose is executed and duly stamped : 

Provided that, in the case of an executed instrument, no legal proceeding 
has been commenced in which th^ instrument could or would have been given 
or offered in evidence and that the instrument is given up to be cancelled. 

Explanation. — The certificate of the Collector under section 8^ that the 
full duty with which an instrument is chargeable has been paid is an impressed 
stamp within the meaning of this section. 

50. The application for relief under section 49 shall be made within the 
following periods, that is to say,— 

(J) in the cases mentioned in clause [3) (5), within two months of the 
date of the instrument : 

(S) in the case of a stamped paper on which no instrument has be^n 
executed by any of the parties thereto, within six months after the 
stamp has been spoiled * 
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(5) in the case of a stamped paper in which an instrument has been 
executed by any of the parties thereto^ within six months after 
the date of the instrument, or, if it is not dated, within six months 
after the execution thereof by the person by whom it was first or 
alone executed : 

Provided that, — 

(a) when the spoiled instrument has been for sufficient reasons sent out 
of British India, ^the application may be made within six months 
after it has been received back in British India : 

(i) when, from unavoidable circumstances, any instrument for which 
another instrument has been substituted cannot be given up to be 
cancelled within the aforesaid period, the application may be made 
within six months after the date of execution of the substituted 
instrument. 

51. The ^Chief Controlling Eevenue-authority may, without limit of 
time, make allowance for stamped papers used for printed forms of instruments 
^[by any banker or] by any incorporated company or other body corporate, if 
for any sufficient reason such forms have ceased to be required by the said, 
^[banker,] company or body corporate, provided that such authority is satisfied 
that the duty in respect of such stamped papers has been duly paid. 

52. (a) When any person has inadvertently used, for an instrument 
chargeable with duty, a stamp of a description other than that prescribed for 
such instrument by the rules made under this Act, or a stamp of greater value 
than was necessary, or has inadvertently used any stamp for an instrument not 
chargeable with any duty j or 

(5) when any stamp used for an instrument has been inadvertently 
rendered useless under section 15, owing to such instrument having been 
written in contravention of the provisions of section 18 ; 

the Collector may, on application made within six months after the date 
of the instrument, or, if it is not dated, within six months after the execution 
thereof by the person by whom it was first or alone executed, and upon the 
instrument, if chargeable with duty, being re-stamped with the proper duty, 
cancel and allow as spoiled the stamp so misused or rendered useless.

(2) Every such case shall be decided by not less than three Judges of 
the High Court or Chief Court to which it is referred, and in case of difference 
the opinion of the majority shall prevail. 

58. If the High Court or Chief Court is not satisfied that the 
statements contained in the case are sufiieient to enable it to determine 
iihe questions raised thereby, the Court may refer the case back to the 
Eevenue-authority by which it was stated, to make such additions thereto or 
alterations therein as the Court may direct in that behalf.

(c) does any other act calculated to deprive the (Jovernment of any 

duty or penalty under this Act ; 

shall be punishable with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees. 

65. Any person who,— 

(a) being required under section 30 to give a receipt, refuses or neglects 
to give the same ; or, 

{b) with intent to defraud the Government of any duty, upon a pay- 
ment of money or delivery of property exceeding twenty rupees 
in amount or value, gives a receipt for an amount or value not 
exceeding twenty rupees, or separates or divides the money or 
property paid or delivered ; 

shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. 
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66. Any person who — 

{a) receives^ or takes credit for^ any premium or consideration for any 
contract of insurance and does not^ within one month after 
receiving, or taking credit for, such premium or consideration, 
make out and execute a duly stamped policy of such insurance | 
or 

(&) makes, executes or delivers out any policy which is not duly 
stamped, or pays or allows in account, or agrees to pay or allow 
in account, any money upon, or in respect of, any such policy ; 

shall be punishable with fine which may extend to two hundred rupees. 

67. Any person drawing or executing a bill of exchange or a policy of 
marine insurance purporting to be drawn or executed in a set of two or more, 
and not at the same time drawing or executing on paper duly stamped the 
whole number of bills or policies of which such bill or policy purports the set to 
consist, shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees.

73. Every public officer having in his custody any registers, books, 
records, papers, documents or proceedings, the inspection whereof may tend to 
secure any duty, or to prove or lead to the discovery of any fraud or omission 
in relation to any duty, shall at all reasonable times permit any person autho- 
rized in writing by the Collector to inspect for such purpose the registers, 
books, papers, documents and proceedings, and to take such notes and extracts 
as he may deem necessary, without fee or charge.

An Act to consolidate and amend the law relating to tbe importa- 
tion, possession and transport of petroleum and other substances. 
Whebeas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law relating to the 
importation, possession and transport of petroleum and other substances j It 
is hereby enacted as follows ; — 


1, {1) This Act may be called the Indian Petroleum Act, 1899 ; and Short title;. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. commence-

(S) ^Sections 1 to 3, section 26, and all the provisions^ of this Act in so extent. 

far as they relate to dangerous petroleum and the importation of petroleum 

extend to the whole of British India. The rest^ of this Act extends only to 

such local areas as the Local Government may, by notification in the local 

official Gazette, direct. 

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or Definitionfo. 
context, — 

(a) petroleum includes also — 

(i) the liquids commonly known by the names of rock oil, Eangoon 
oil, Burma oil, paraffin oil, mineral oil, kerosine, petroline^ 
gasoline, benzoline, benzine and benzol ; 

(u) any inflammable liquid which is made from petroleum, coal 
schist, shale, peat or any other bituminous substance, or from’ 
any product of petroleum ; and 

any liquid, or viscous mixture having in its composition any of 
the liquids aforesaid ; 

but it does not include any oil ordinarily used for lubricating 
purposes and having its flashing point at or above two hundred 
degrees of Fahrenheit’s thermometer ;

permitted to import, transport or possess, as the case may be, 
the whole of the petroleum which he is importing or transporting 
or is in possession of, 

shall, together with the tins or other vessels in which it is contained, be con- 
fiscated.

(S) If any apparatus for testing petroleum, when compared and verified 
as provided by sub-section (I), is found correct, or correct subject to certain cor- 
rections to be 'applied to the results of the tests, the Chemical Examiner shall 
stamp the same with a special number and with the date of the verification, 
and shall further give a certificate in writing under his hand, in the prescribed 
form,i to the effect that on the date aforesaid the apparatus was compared and 
verified by him and found to be correct, or correct subject to certain specified 
corrections to be applied to the results of the tests. 

(S) A certificate granted under this section shall, until the contrary is 
proved, be proof of the matters stated therein. 

{4) The Chemical Examiner shall keep a register, in the prescribed fornl^ 
of all certificates granted under this section. 

(5) Subject to the payment of the prescribed fees (if any)^ the said 
model test-apparatus shall be at all reasonable times open to inspection by 
any person desiring to inspect it. 

Miscellaneous

The oil-cup IS a tyiimlncal fltt-bottomeil vessel made of gun-metal or brass, and tinned oi 
silvered inside. A gauge is fist'd to the inside of the enp to regulate the height to which it is 
to he filled with the sample under examination. 

The cup is provided with a close-fitting overlapping cover, which carries the thermometer, 
the test -lamp and the adjui cts thereto. The te*;t-lamp is suspended upon two suppoits by means 
of trunnions, which allow it to be easily inclined to a particubjr angle and lestoied to its original 
position The socket in the cover, which is to hold a lound bulb thermometer for indicating the 
temperature of the oil during the testing operation, is so adiusted that the bulb of the latter is 
always inserted in a definite position below the surface of the lig^uid.

The witer-bath or heitin.*- vessel is so con^trucel that, when the oil-cnn is p''a*ed in position 
m it, an air space or air-chamber intervenes between th two consequently, in applying the test 
under ordinary circumstances, the be it i-i tr insmitted graluallv to the oil fr m the hit water 
th ough the air-^pace. The water-bath is fit<d with a s cket for recei i ig a long bulb 
thermo j.eter, to mdica^-e the rempeiatuie of the water. It is also provided with a funnel, an 
overfiow-pipe and two handles. 

The water-bath rests a .on a tripod stind, which is fitted wnth a copper cylindei* or lacket, so 
that the bath is su lonnded by an enclosed air-space, which retuns and regulates the heat. One 
of the letrs of the stand serves as a support for a spirit-lamp, which is attached to it by a small 
swing bracket 

The clockwork arrangement, by which during the operation of testing the slide is vvifehdiawa 
and the test-flame dipped into the cup and raised again the slide is replaced, is provided with a 
rat( het key for settmjr it m action for each test, and with a trigger for siartiug it each time thrvt 
the teat-flame is applied. 

II. — Direchom for drawiTir/ the sample and preparing it for testing. 

1. Dtannng the sample — In all cases the testing officei or some person duly authorized by 
him shall uersoually suuenatend the drawing of the sample from an onginul unopened tin or 
other vessel

2. Preparuig the sample jor testing About ten fluid ounces of the oil, sufficient for three 
tests, are ti an sf erred from t Me bottle into which the sample lias been diawn to a pint flask or 
bottle, which is to be loiinerse I in water artificially cooled until a thermometer, introduced into 
the oil, indicates a temperature not exceeding 50® Fahrenheit. 

III. — Directions for preparing and using the TesUapparatus. 

1. Preparing ihe uoaier-hafh —The water bath is filled by pouring water into the funnel 
untd it begins to flow out at the overflow-pipe. The temperature of the water at the commence- 
ment of each test, ss indicated by the long bulb thermometer, is to be 130** Fahrenheit, and this 
is attained in the first inscauc^* by mixing hot and «old water, either in the bath or m a vessel 
from which the bath is filled, u itil the thermometer which is provided foi testing the temperature 
of the water jiives the proper indic ition ; or tue water is heated by means of the spirit-lamp 
(wh ch 18 attach-d to ttie stand of the apparatus) until the required temperature ,s indicated. 

2 Preparing the test-lamp —The test-Umn is fif ed with a piece of cylindrical wnck of such 
thick ness that it fills the wnk-holder, but may readily be move i to and fro for the purpose of 
adjusting tiie size of the flame, in the body of the lamp, upon the wick, w hioh is coiled within it, 
is placed a small tuft of cotton wool, moistened with peti oleum, any oil not absorbed by the wool 
being removed. When the lamp has been lighted the wick is adjusted by means of a pair of forceps 
until the flame is ot the sue of the bead fixed on the c »ver of the oil-cup , should a particular test 
occupy so long a time thvt the fl ime begins to get smaller, through the supply of oil in the lamn 
becoming exhausteii, three or feur drops of petroleum are allowed to fall upon the tuft of wool lii 
the lamp from the dropping bottle or pipette provided for that purpose. This can be safely done 
without interrupt ng the test 

3. Filling the oil-cap , — The oil-cup having been previously cooled, by placing it bottom 
clownwatds ia water at a temperature not exceeding 50° Pahrenknt, is to be rapidly wiped dry, 
placed on a level surface in a goo i Inrht, nnd the oil to be tested is poui ed lu very slowly, without 
splashing until its suiface is lex el with the point of the gauge which is fixed in the cup. The 
lonud bulb thermometer is inserted into the lid of the tup, care being taken that the projecting 
rim of the collar touches the edge of the socket j the test-lamp, pi epared as already desciibed, is 
plated m position, and the cover is then put on to the cup and piessed down so that its edge rests 
on the rim of the cup. 
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4. Ap^hcaiion qfiheiest — The water-bath, with its thermometer in position, is placed in 
some locauty wheie it is not exposed to currents of air, and uhere the light is snfficiei'tly subdued 
to admit <•£ the siye or the entire t^st-fla » e being compaied with ti'at of the bead on the cover. 
The cup IS carefully lilted witnout shaking it^ «nd placed m the bath, the test-lamp is lighted, and 
the clockwork wound up by turning the key. The thermometer in the oil-cup is now watched and 
when the tempeiaiure has reached 56° Fahrenheit, the clockwoik is set m motion by pressing the 
trigger, 

it no flash takes place, the clockwork is at once rewound and the tiigger pressed at 57° 
Fahrenheit, and so on, at every dejiiee rise of temperature until the flash occurs, or until a tem- 
perature <»f 95° Fahrenh^-it has been reachtd 

If the flasii takes place at auy temoerature below 77°*Fabrenbeit, the temperature at which it 
occurs is to be recorded. Two fresh portions of the sample are then to be successively tested in a 
Similar manner and tbe lesults recorded. If no greater difference than 2° Fahrenheit exists between 
any two of the three recorded results, and if m no instance tbe flash has taken place within eight 
degiet-s of the temperatme at which tbe testing is commenced, each lesult is to he coirected for 
atmosphetic pressure as hereafter described, and tbe average of the three corrected results is the 
flashing point of the sample. In the event of there being a greater difference than 2° Fahrenheit 
between any two of the results, while m no instance has the flash taken place within eight degrees 
of th^ temperature at which the testing was commenced, the senes of tests is to be rejected, and 
a fresh senes of three similarly obtained, and so on, until a sufficiently concordant series is fur- 
nished, when the results are to be conected and the average taken in the manner already 
described. 

If, however, a flash has occurred at or below 60° when the test is applied m the manner above 
desci I bed^ the nes:t testing shall be commenced ten degrees lower than tbe tempeiatuie at which 
the flash had been previously obtained (that is to say, at 54° or thereunder), and this procedure 
shall be continued until the result** of three consecutive tests do not show a gieatei difference than 
2° and until a flish has not occuired in any of the three tests within eight degrees of the temper- 
ature at which the testing is commenced : Provided always that, it at the commencement of the 
series of te&ts a flash has occurred on the first application of the test-flan.e at 56°, and if a flash 
has also occurred on the fiist application of the flame m each of thiee successive teats in which, 
thereupon, the test-fliine is hist appliea at 46° aS above uirected, the testing officer shall ceitify 
that the petioltum has a flashing point below 47°, Und the sample shall be reported dangerous. 

It a temperature ot 76° Fahrrnheib has been reached without a flash occurring the application

ing it from the operatiuu of the Act will be applicable in the event of tbe flashing point being 
found to be at or above 120°, the test shall b coutmueo as follows — The oil-cup is to beremoied 
from the Water-bath, and tm temperature of the w'ater in the water-bath is t<> be reduced ro 95° 
Fabienheit by pouring Culd water in^o the funnel (the hot water esi aping by the overflow-pine). 
The air-chamber is then lo be filled to a depth of inclies with water at a temperature of about 
95° Fabienheit, the oil-cup is to be re^ laced in the water-bath and the spirit-lamp attached to the 
water-bath is to be lighted and placed underneath.

If a flash occurs at auy temperature between 76° and 200® Fahrenheit, the temperature 
at wliich it occurs, subject to correction for atmospheric pressure, is the flashing point of the 
sample. 

In repeating a test a fresh sample of oil must always be used, the tested sam*ple being thrown 
away, and tue cup must be wiped dry from any adhering oil and cooled, as already described, 
before receiving the fresh sample 

5, Correction for atmospheric pressure , — As tbe flashing point of an oil is influenced by 
changes in atmospheric nressure to an average extent of 1 6° Fahi enheit for every inch of the 
barometer, a correction of the observed flashing point may become necessary. The height of tbe 
barometer mi.st tueiefore be determined at the time ot making the test for the flashing poiut. The 
true height of the barometer for the purpose of the test shall be Considered to be the height of the 
column ot meicury measured at 82° Fabienheit, which is supported by the air pressure at the 
time of the experiment? that is, the actual height of the barometer at the time of observation duly 
corrected for any erroi ot the instrument and for its temperature if necessary. For the purpose 
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of applying the coirection to the flashing point of the oil obtained by the test, a table is ap- 
pended to this scliednle giving the flashing point of oils ranging from 65® to 80° Fahrenheit, 
under pressure ranging from 27 to 31 inches of mercury. 

The table is used m the following manner — 

Bxam'ple — Au oil has given a flashing point of 71°, the barometer being at 28 6 inches , take 
the nearest number to 71° in the vertical column headed 28 6 This number is 70*8 Substitute 
for this the number in the same horizontal line in the column headed 30 ('the nornaal height of 
the barometer^ The substituted number, that is, the true flashing point of the oil, is 73°. 

^ [6. Application of the test bo viscous fluid or prepat ations, such as solutions of india-rubber 
in mineral naptha, or thick paint made with that material. 

About a teaspoonful of the substance to be tested is placed i n the cup, and the cover fitted 
with a thermometer is pot on 

The cnp thus prepared for the test is then cooled down until the thermometer indicates a tem- 
perature nt 50° Fahrenheit This may be accomplished either h> placing the prepared cup in a 
lefrigeiator or by immersing it up to its piojectmg collar in waber which is maintained at a 
sufficiently low temperature until the lesult specified has been obtained. 

The prepared cup thus cooled >s then transferred to the water- bath, tl e temperature of which 
has previously bean taised to 78° tahienheit. (The scale of the tnermomrter m the water-bath 
should range from 60° to ltO° Fahrenheit ) 

The test is then mplied as described m section 4 of this part If no flash h«s taken place 
when the temperature in the cup has reached 75°, the test need not be continued. 

The temperatuie at which tht* flash occurs is the obsei ved flashing point of the substance and 
subject to correction of atmosnheric pressure as prescribed in the Act, is the true flashing point.]

An Act to amend the Law rel iting to Arbitration. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to arbitration by agree- 
ment without the intervention of a Court of J ustice ; It is hereby enacted as 
follows : — 

1. (J) This Act may be called the Indian Arbitration Act. 1899 Short title, 

, . extent and 

(5j It extends to the whole of British India ; and commeuce- 

(S) It shall come into force on the 6rst day of July 1899. 

2. Subject to the provisions of section 28^ this Act shall apjily only in Application, 
cases where^ if the subject-matter submitted to arbitration were the subject of 

a suit, the suit could, whether with leave or otherwise, be instituted in a 
Bresidency-town : 

Provided that the Local Government, with the previous sanction of the'^ 
Governor General in Council, may, by notification in the local official Gazette, 
declare this Act applicable in any other local area® as if it were a Presidency-

An Act to provide for the Eegulation and Inspection ot Mines. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the regulation and inspection of 
mines ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1, (I) This Act may be called the Indian Mines Act; 1901. 

(S) It extends to the whole of British India, including British Baluchis- commeno^ 
tan, the Santhal Parganas and the Pargana of Spiti ; and 

(5) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect the provisions of the Savings of 

xn ofl887. Upper Burma Euby Regulation, 1887.^ Xlf,°l8^87? 

3 In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or Definitions, 
context;— 

(^a) agent, when used in relation to a mine, means any person ap- 
pointed as the representative of the owner in respect of the 
manageiSient of the mine or of any part thereof, and as such 
superior to a manager under this Act ; 

(J) child means a person under the age of twelve years : 

(c) a person is said to be ‘‘ employed in a mine who works, under 

appointment by or with the knowledge of the manager, whether 
for wages or not, in any mining operation, or in cleaning or 
oiling any part of any machinery used in or at the mine, or in 
any other kind of work whatsoever incidental to, or connected 
with, mining operations : 

(d) mine includes every shaft in the course of being sunk, and every 

level and inclined plane in the course of being driven for com- 
mencing or opening any mine or for searching for or proving 
minerals, and all the shafts, levels, planes, works, machinery, 
tramways and sidings, both below ground and above ground, in 
and adjacent to and belonging to the mine ; but it does not 
include any pit, quarry or other excavation the depth of no part

{e) owner/’ when used in relation to a mine^ means any person who 
is the immediate proprietor or lessee or occupier of the mine or 
of any part thereof, and does not include a person who merely 
receives a royalty, rent or fine from the mine, or is merely the 
proprietor of the mine subject to any lease, grant or license for 
the working thereof, or is merely the owner of the soil, and not 
interested in the minerals of the mine ; but any contractor for 
the working of a mine or any part thereof shall be subject to 
this Act in like manner as if he were an owner, but not so as to 
exempt the owner from any liability : 
if) prescribed means prescribed by rules made under this Act : and 
(g) shaft includes pit. 

Inspectors. 

4. [1) The Governor General in Council shall, by notification in the 
Gazette of India, appoint a duly qualified person to be Chief Inspector of 
Mines throughout British India. 

(2) The Local Government may, with the previous sanction of the 
Governor General in Council, by notification in the local ofiicial Gazette, 
appoint persons, qualifi.ed" by. experience, to be Inspectors of Mines within 
such local areas or for such groups or classes of mines as it may assign to them 
respectively, 

(5) Every Inspector of Mines'\appointed under sub-section (2) shall, in 
the performance of his duties, be subordinate to the Chief Inspector of Mines 
appointed under sub-section (1) in such respects and to such extent as may be 
prescribed by the Governor General in Council. 

(4) The Chief Inspector and every ii^pector of Mines appointed under 
this section shall be deemed to be a public .servant within the meaning of the 

Indian Penal Code, ^ and shall be subordinate to such authority as the XLV of I86a 
Governor General in Council or the Local Government, as, the case maybe, 
may direct. 

(5) No Chief Inspector or Inspector of Mines shall be a partner or have 
any interest, direct or indirect, in any mine or mining rights in India. ^ 

(6) When rules are made under this Act, the Inspector of Mines shall 
give information to owners, agents and managers of mines within the local

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area^ or the group or class o£ mines, for which he has been appointed as to 
any rules which concern them respectively, and as to the places where copies 
of such rules may he obtained. 

5. The District Magistrate may exercise such of the powers and j)erform 
such of the duties of an Inspector of Mines as the Local Government may. Magistrate, 
by general or special order, direct : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to empower a 
District Magistrate to exercise any of the powers conferred by section 15 or 
section 21^

Every owner, agent and manager of a mine shall furnish the Chief 
Inspector and every Inspector of Mines, on requisition, with the means neces- 
sary for making any entry, inspection, examination or inquiry in relation to 
the working of the mine under this Act. 

8. (1) All copies Jof, and extracts from, registers or other records apper- 
taining to any mine, and all other information acquired by the Chief Inspector 
or an Inspector of Mines, or by any one assisting him, in the inspection of 
any mine under this Act, shall be regarded as strictly confidential. 

(S) If any such person discloses to any one, other than a Magistrate or an

ACT No. Ill OF 1903.1 [ISih March 1905.] 

An Act to make better provision for facilitating and regulating 
the supply and use of electrical energy for lighting and other 
purposes. 

Whereas it is expedient to make better provision for facilitating and re- 
gulating the supply and use of electrical energy for lighting and other 
purposes ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

PARTI 

Preliminafy. 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Electricity Act^ 1903. 

(S) It extends to the whole of British India^ inclusive of British Balu- 
chistan and the Santhal Parganas ; and 

(5) It shall come into force on such date® as the Governor General in 
Council may^ by notification in the Gazette of India, direct m this behalf. 

2. In this Act, expressions defined in the Indian Telegraph Act, 18868, XIII of 1886i. 
have the meanings assigned to them in that Act, and, unless there is any 

thing repugnant in the subject or context,— 

{a) aerial line means any electric supply-line which is placed above 
ground and in the open air : 

(6) the expression area of supply'^ means the area within which alone 
a licensee is for the time being authorized to supply energy ; 

(c) consumer means any person supplied, or entitled to be supplied, 

with energy by a licensee : 

[d) the expression consumer's terminals means the ends of the 

electric lines situate upon any consumer's premises and belong- 
ing to him at which the supply of energy is delivered from the 
service lines : 

{e) daily fine means a fine for each day on which an offence is con- 
tinued after conviction therefor : 

(/) distributing main means the portion of any main which is used 
for transmitting energy to service lines for the purposes of gen- 
eral supply ; 

[g) electric supply-line means a wire, conductor or other means 
used for conveying, transmitting or distributing energy for any

4. (1) The Local Government may grant a license^ to any person to 
supply energy for any purpose in any specified local area; and also to lay down 
electric supply-lines for the conveyance and transmission of energy from a 
generating station situated outside such specified local area to the boundary of 
such specified local area in any case in which the energy to be supplied is to be 
generated outside such specified local area; and in respect of every such license 
and the grant thereof the following provisions shall have effect; namely 

(a) Before granting a license under this Part the Local Government 
shall consult every local authority concerned; and; where such 
local authority advances any objection to the grant of a license;

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[d) A license under ttis Part may prescribe suet terms as to the limits 
within which, and the conditions under which, the supply of 
energy is to be compulsory or permissive, and as to the limits of 
price to be charged in respect of the supply of energy, and 
generally as to such other matters as the Local Government may 
think fit. 

(e) The grant of a license under this Part for any purpose shall not in 
any way hinder or restrict the grant of another license to another 
person within the same area of supply for a like purpose. 

(/) The provisions contained in the schedule shall be deemed to be in- 
corporated With, and to form part of, every license granted under 
this Part, save in so far as they are expressly added to, varied or

(5) Where the Local Government might, under sub-section (S), revoke a 
license, it may, instead of revoking the license, permit it to remain in force 
subject to such further terms and conditions as it thinks fit, and any further 
terms or conditions shall be binding upon, and be observed by, the licensee, 
and shall be of like force and effect as if they were contained in the license.

7. (I) Where a license has been granted; a local authority shall; on the 
expiration of such period; not exceeding forty-two yearS; and of every such 
subsequent period; not exceeding ten yearS; as shall be specified in this behalf 
in the bcensC; have the option of purchasing such portion of the undertaking 
as is in the area for which it is constituted; and; if the local authority; with the 
previous sanction of the Local Government;^ elects to purchase; the licensee 
shall sell the undertaking or part thereof to it upon terms and conditions 
similar to those set forth in section 5; clauses (5) and (^?).

with or alter any existing works, and shall, upon being required 
to do so by the repairing authority or owner, as the case may be, 
from time to time give such further information in relation 
thereto as may be desired. 

(S) If the repairing authority intimates to the licensee that it disap- 
proves of such works or plan, or approves thereof subject to 
amendment, the licensee may, within one week of receiving such 
intimation, appeal to the Local Government, whose decision, 
after condlering the reasons given by the repairing authority 
for its action, shall be final. 

((?) If the repairing authority fails to give notice in writing of its ap- 
proval or disapproval to the licensee within one month, it shall 
be deemed to have approved of the Works and plan, and the 
licensee, after giving not less than forty-eight hours^ notice in 
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writing to the repairing authority, may proceed to cany out 
the works in accordance with the notice and plan served under 
clause {g)m 

{d) If the owner disapproves of such works or plan, or approves thereof 
subject to amendment, he may, within three weeks after the 
service of the notice under clause [a), serve a requisition upon the 
licensee demanding that any question in relation to the works, or 
to compensation, or to his obligations to others in respect thereof 
shall be determined by arbitration, and thereupon the matter shall, 
unless settled by agreement, be, determined by arbitration. 

{e) "Where no requisition has been served by the owner upon the licensee 
under clause (r7), the owner shall be deemed to have approved of 
the works and plan, and in that case, or where after a requisition 
for arbitration the matter has been determined by arbitration, 
the works may, upon payment or securing of compensation, be 
executed according to the notice and plan, subject to such modifica- 
tions as may have been determined by arbitration or agreed upon 
between the parties. 

if) Where the works to be executed consist of the repair, renewal or 
amendment of existing works of which the character or position 
is not to be altered, the licensee shall, except in cases of emergency, 
give to the repairing authority, or to the owner, as the case may 
be, not less than forty-eight hours*' notice in writing of his 
intention to execute such works, and, on the expiry of such notice, 
such works shall be commenced forthwith and shall be carried on 
with all reasonable despatch and, if possible, both by day and by 
night until completed. 

[2) Where the licensee makes default in complying with any of these 
provisions, he shall make full compensation for any loss or damage incurred 
by reason thereof, and, where any difference or dispute arises as to the amount 
of such compensation, the matter shall be determined by arbitration. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything in this section, the licensee may, in case 
of emergency due to the breakdown of an undeii^round electric supply-line, 
after giving notice in writing to the repairing authority or the owner, as the 
case may be, of his intention to do so, place an aerial line without complying 
with the provisions of sub-section (1) : 

Provided that such aerial line shall be used only until the defect in the 
under-ground electric supply-line can be made good, and in no case for a 
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period exceeding six weekS; and stall be removed as soon as may be after such 
defect is removed. 

14. (1) Any licensee may alter tbe position of any pipe (not formings in Altera-taon of 
a case where tbe licensee is not a local authority^, part of a local authority's 
main sewer); or of any wiie under or over any place which he is authorized 
to opeja or break up; if such pipe or wire is likely to interfere with the exercise 
of his powers under this Act ; and any person may alter the position of any 
electric supply-lines or works of a licensee under or over any such place as 
aforesaid; if such electric supply-lines or works are likely to interfere with the 
lawful exercise of any powers vested in him, 

{2) In any such case as aforesaid the following provisions shall; in the 
•absence of an agreement to the contrary between the parties concerned; apply^ 
namely : — 

(a) Not less than one month before commencing any alteration; the 

licensee or other person desiring to make the same (hereinafter in 
this section referred to as ^Hhe operator^') shall serve upon the 
person for the time being entitled to the pipe; wire; electric 
supply-lines or workS; as the case may be (hereinafter in this 
section referred to as ^^the owner ^'^)j a notice in writing; together 
with a plan; on scale which shall not be smaller than eighty -eight 
feet to the inch; or such other scale as the Local Government 
may approve; describing the proposed alteration and intimating 
the time when it is to be commenced; and shall subsequently 
give such further information in relation thereto as the owner 
may deshe. 

(b) Within fourteen days after the service of the notice and plan upon 

the owner; the owner may serve upon the operator a requisition 
to the effect that any question arising upon the notice or plan 
shall be settled by arbitration; and thereupon the matter shall; 
unless settled by agreement; be determined by arbitration. 

(c) Every arbitrator to whom a reference is made under clause (b) 

• shall have regard to any duties or obligations which the owner is * 
under; and may require the operator to execute any temporary or 
other works so as to avoid as far as possible interference there- 
with. 

(d) Where ro requisition is served upon the operator under clause (5); 

or where such a requisition has been served, and the matter has 
been settled by agreement or determined by arbitration; the 
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alteration may^ upon payment or securing of any compensation 
accepted or determined by arbitration^ be executed in accordance* 
with the notice and plan and subject to such modifications as may 
have been determined by arbitration or agreed upon between the* 
parties. 

{e) The owner may^ at any time before the operator is entitled to com- 
mence the alteration^ serve upon the operator a statement in 
writing to the effect that he desires to execute the alteration 
himself and requires the operator to give such security for the* 
repa 3 anent of any expenses as may be agreed upon or, in default 
of agreement, settled by arbitration. 

( / ) "Where a statement is served upon the operator under clause [e], he* 
shall, not less than forty-eight hours before the execution of the* 
alteration is required to be commenced, furnish such security and 
serve upon the owner a notification in writing intimating the- 
time when the alteration is required to be commenced, and the- 
manner in which it is required to be made ; and thereupon the 
owner may proceed to execute the alteration as required by the 
operator. 

(g) Where the owner declines to comply, or does not, within the time and 
in the manner prescribed by a notification served upon him under 
clause (/), comply with the notification, the operator may himself 
execute the alteration.

authorized person^ as the case may be (hereinafter in this section referred 
to as the operator shalb unless it is otherwise agreed upon between the 
parties interested or in case of sudden emergency, give to the Local Govern- 
ment or local authority, or to such duly authorized person or to the licensee^ 
as the case may be (hereinafter in this section referred to as the owner 
not less than forty-eight hours*' notice in writing before commencing to dig 
or sink the trench, and the owner shall hare the right to be present during 
the execution of the work, which shall be executed to the reasonable satisfac- 
tion of the owner.

(5) Where the operator (being the licensee) lays any electric supply-line 
across, or so as to be liable to touch, any mains, pipes, lines or service-pipes 
or lines belonging to any duly authorized person or to any person supplying 
or using energy under this Act, he shall not, except with the consent of such 
person and of the Local Government, lay his electric supply-lines so as to come 
into contact with any such mains, pipes, lines or service- pipes or lines, or> 
except with the like consent, employ any such mains, pipes, lines or service- 
pipes or lines as conductors for the ^Durpose of supplying energy. 

(4) Where the operator makes default in complying with any of the 
provisions of this section, he shall make full compensation for any loss or 
damage incurred by reason thereof. 

(5) Where any difference or dispute arises under this section, the matter 
shall be determined by arbitratio, 

(6) Where the licensee is a local authority, the references in this section 
to the local authority and to sewers, drains, water-courses or works under its 
control shall not apply. 

16. (J) Where any person, in exercise of any of the powers conferred bySfc reets, rail- 
or under this Act, opens or breaks up the soil or pavement of any street, railway getters, 
or tramway, or any sewer, drain or tunnel, he shall — 

(a) immediately cause the part opened or broken up to be 

guarded ; without delay. 

(5) before sunset cause a light, sufficient for the warning of passengers, 
to be set up and maintained until sunrise against or near the part 
opened or broken up ;

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{7) Where any difference or dispute arises as to whether any meter^ 
whereby the value of the supply as to pressure or quantity is ascertained or to 
be ascertained^ is or is not in proper order for coirectly registering the value 
of the supply^ or as to whether such value has in any case been correctly 
registered by the meter, the matter shall be determined, upon the application 
of either party, by an Electric Inspector or by a competent person specially

fixed and connected with the electric supply-lines in a manner so approved : 

Provided that, where any alteration is made in a duly certified meter, or 
where any such meter is unfixed or disconnected from the electric supply- 
lines, it shall cease to be a duly certified meter unless and until it is again 
duly certified aforesaid.

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Provided that nothing in this section shall apply to any railway or tram- 
way subject to the provisions of the Indian Railways Act^ 1890^: 

Provided also that the Local Government may^ by general or special 
order and subject to such conditions and restrictions as may be specified 
therein; exempt any person or class of persons using energy on premises upon 
or in connection with which it is generated; from the application of this 
section or of any such rule as aforesaid. 

{2] Where any difference or dispute arises as to whether a place is or is 
not one in which one hundred or more persons are likely ordinarily to be 
assembled; the matter shall be referred to the Local Government; and the 
decision of the Local Government thereon shall be final.

PART IV. 

General.

(2) The provisions contained in the first, fourth, fifth and sixth provisos to 
sub- clause (1) and in sub-clause (2} of clause IX shall, so far as may be, 
apply to every case in which a requisition for the supply of energy is made under 
this clause as if the Local Government or local authority were an owner or 
occupier within the meaning of those provisions. 

Charges. 

XI. In the absence of an agreement to the contrary, the licensee may 
charge for energy supplied by him to any consumer— 

(a) by the actual amount of energy so supplied ; or 

(5) by the electrical quantity contained in the supply ; or 

(c) by such other method as may be approved by the Local Government ; 

Provided, first, that, where the licensee charges by any method so approved 
by the Local Government, any consumer who objects to that method may, by 
not less than one month'^s notice in writing, require the licensee to charge him, 
at the licensee's option, either by the actual amount of energy supplied to him 
or by the electrical quantity contained in the supply, and thereafter the 
licensee shall not, except with the consent of the consumer, charge him by 
another method : 

Provided, secondly, that, before commencing to supply energy through any 
distributing main for the purposes of general supply, the licensee shall give 
notice, by public advertisement, of the method by which he proposes to 
charge for energy so supplied j'and, where the licensee has given such notice 
he shall not be entitled to change that method of charging without giving 
not less than one month’s notice in writing of such change to the Local 
Government, to the local authority (if any) concerned, and to every consumer 
of energy who is supplied by him from such distributing main : 

Provided, thirdly, that, if the consumer is provided with a duly certified 
meter for the purposes of ascertaining the value o£ the supply and the licensee 
changes the method of charging for the energy supplied by him from the 
distributing main, the licensee shall bear the expense of providing a new duly 
certified meter if such is necessary for the purpose of ascertaining the value 
of the supply according to the new method of charging. 
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XII. The price charged by the licensee for energy supplied by him shall Maximum 
not exceed the maximum fixed by his license, or, in the case of a method of 
charge approved by the Local Government, such maximum as the Local 
Government shall fix on approving the method ; 

Provided that, if, at any time after the expiration of seven years from the 
commencement of the license, the Local Government considers or is satisfied 
that the maximum so fixed or approved as aforesaid should be altered, it may, 
after such inquiry (if any) as it thinks fit, make an order accordingly, which 
shall have effect from such date as may be mentioned therein ; 

Provided, also, that where an order in pursuance of the foregoing proviso 
has been made, no further order altering the maximum fixed thereby shall be 
made until the expiration of another period of seven years. 

XIII. The price to be charged by the licensee and to be paid to him for cijargefor 
energy supplied for the public lamps, and the mode in which those charges 

are to be ascertained, shall be settled by agreement between the licensee and 
the Local Government or the local authority, as the case may be, and, where 
any difference or dispute arises, the matter shall be determined by arbitration. 


Testing and inspection, 

XIV. The licensee shall, at any place within reasonable distance from any x,icensee to 
main, establish at his own cost and keep in proper condition such number of 
testing stations as the Local Government may direct for the purpose of stations and 
testing the supply of energy in the main, and shall supply and keep in proper 
condition thereat, and on all premises from which he supplies energy, such testing, 
instruments for testing as the Local Government may approve, and shall 
connect all such testing stations, by means of proper and sufficient electric 
supply-lines, with the distributing mains, and shall supply energy to each 
testing station for the purpose of testing. 

XV. The licensee shall afford all facilities for inspection and testing of his to 

generating, converting and testing stations and all other parts of his electric 
system and for the reading, testing and inspection of instruments. 

XVI. The licensee may, on each occasion of the testing of any distributing 
main or electric supply-line or the testing or inspection of any instruments, tion of 
be represented by an agent who may be present but shall not interfere with testings 
the testing or inspection. 

XVII. On the occasion of the testing of any main of the licensee by an rp^gting of 
Electric Inspector, reasonable notice thereof shall be given to the licensee and wiains. 
the testing shall be carried but at such suitable hours as, in the opinion of the 
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Electric Inspector^ will least interfere with the supply of energy by the 
licensee^ and in such manner as the Electric Inspector may think fit 5 
but^ except under the provisions of an order made in each case in that 
behalf by the Local Government^ the Electric Inspector shall not be entitled 
to have access to^ or interfere wlth^ the mains of the licensee at any points 
other than those at which the licensee has reserved for himself access to the 
same : 

Provided that the licensee shall not be held responsible for any interruption 
in the supply of energy which may be occasioned by or required by the 
Electric Inspector for the purpose of any such testing as aforesaid : 

Provided^ also^ that the testing shall not be made in regard to any 
particular portion of a main oftener than once in any three months, unless in 
pursuance of an order made in each case in that behalf by the * Local Govern- 
ment. 

Plans, 


XVIII. (I) The licensee shall, after commencing to supply energy, forth- 
he made and with cause a plan to be made of the area of supply, and shall cause to be 
^^ctbn marked thereon the line and the height above or the depth below the surface 
of all his then existing mains, electric supply-lines, street distributing boxes 
and other works, and shall once in every year cause that plan to be duly 
corrected so as to show the mains, electric supply-lines, street distributing 
boxes and other works for the time being in existence. The licensee shall also, 
if so required by the Local Government, cause to be made sections showing 
the level of all his existing distributing mains and underground works other 
than service-lines. 


(5) Every such plan shall be drawn to a scale which shall not be smaller 
than eighty -eight feet to the inch or to such other scale as may be approved 
by the Local Government. 

{8) Every such section shall be drawn to a horizontal scale which shall 
not be smaller than eighty-eight feet to the inch and to a vertical scale which 
shall not be smaller than eleven feet to an inch, or to such other horizontal and 
vertical scales as may be approved by the Local Government 

{4\ Every plan and section so made or corrected, or a copy thereof, marked 
with the date when it was so made or corrected, shall be kept by the licensee 
at his principal oHiice or place of business Within the area of supply, and shall 
at all reasonable times be open to the inspection of all applicants, and copies 
thereof shall be supplied on such terms and conditions as may be prescribed 
by rules under the Indian Electricity Act, 3903.

On the day next preceding the commencement of any such works as Notice to 
are referred to in section 13 of the Indian Electricity Act, 1908, the licensee 
sjaaii, ’ Idition to any other notices which he may be required to give, serve 
upon the Electric Inspector or such officer as the Local Government may 
appoint in this behalf for the area of supply a notice in writing stating that 
he is about to commence the works and the nature and position of the same.

An Act to provide for imposing restrictions upon the use and 
enjoyment of land in the vicinity of works of defence in order 
that such land may be kept free from buildings and other 
obstructi ms, and for determining the amount of compensa- 
tion to be made on account of such imposition. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for imposing restrictions upon the 
use and enjoyment of land in the vicinity of works of defence in order that 
such land may be kept free from buildings and other obstructions and for 
determining the amount of compensation to be made on account of such impo- 
sition ; It is hereby enacted as follows • — 

PART I 
Preliminary. 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Works of Defence Act^ 1903 ; 

and 

[2) It extends to the whole of British India^ including British Baluch- 
istan, the Santhal Parganas and the Pargana of Spiti. 

2. In this Act, unless there is something repugnant in the subject or

signature of a Secretary to such Government or of some officer duly authorized 
to certify its orders. 

(5) The said declaration shall be published in the local official Gazette and 
shall state the district or other territorial division in which the land is situate 
and the place where a sketch plan of the land, which shall be prepared on a 
scale not smaller than six inches to the mile and shall distinguish the boun- 
daries referred to in section 7, may be inspected ; and the Collector shall cause 
public notice of the substance of the said declaration to be given at convenient 
places in the locality. 

(3) The said declaration shall be conclusive proof that it is necessary to 
keep the land free from buildings and other obstructions.

An Act to provide for the levy of customs-duty on ludian tea 
exported from British India, and to amend section 6 of the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1894. 

"W HEREAS it is expedient to provide for the creation of a fund to he ex- 
pended for the promotion of the interests of the tea industry in India by a 
Committee specially constituted in this behalf ; 


and whereas for this purpose it is expedient to levy 'customs-duty on tea 
produced in India and exported from British India, and to amend section. 5 of 
the Indian Tariff Act, 1894^; 


It is hereby enacted as follows 

1. {1) This Act may be called the Indian Tea Cess Act, 1903 , and 

(Sj It extends to the whole of British India except Aden. 

2. In this Act, — 

{a) Collector means, in reference to tea exported by sea, a Customs- 
collector as defined in clause {c) of section 8 of the Sea Customs 
Act, 1878,^ and, in reference to tea passing out of British India 
by land, the Collector of the district ; 

(5) tea cess means the customs-duty imposed by section 3 of this 
Act and by section 5 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894,^ as 
amended by this Act ; and 

(c) Tea Cess Committee means the Committee constituted under 
section 4.
